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Mark Richt embarks on his 10th season as Georgia’s head coach 
focused on getting the Bulldogs back into the upper echelon of the 
Southeastern Conference. 

Despite extending their streak of eight or more wins in a season 
to 13 years with an 8-5 record in 2009, the Bulldogs have grown 
accustomed to better. 

“T think it has certainly given me a lot more resolve to really 
continue to get this program where it belongs,” Richt said. “This 
past season was a disappointment for a lot of people. I don’t expect 
our Bulldog fans to be excited about an 8-5 season. A lot of people 
would say that’s really not that bad of a year with it being a win- 
ning season. But the time that we have been here, everyone was 
getting used to 10-win seasons, top-10 finishes, banging away at the 
Eastern Division, being in a position to finish as high as No. 2 or 
No. 3, and being in a position to play for an SEC Championship. 

“All those things are what we aspire to do and what we expect 
to do. We have everything we need to get that done. There’s a very 
positive buzz in the Butts-Mehre Building. Within the coaching 
staff and within our players, there is a great amount of excitement 
about what the future holds. The only thing I’m going to really try 
to predict is how hard we play and how disciplined we play. Those 
are the things that we have got to control as a coaching staff and as 
a group of players. I think the results will take care of themselves 
after that point.” 

The Bulldogs will enter 2010 with three new defensive coaches, 
marking the largest single-year turnover under Richt. New defen- 
sive coordinator Todd Grantham is putting a 3-4 defense in place. 
He spent nine years coaching in college with Michigan State and 
Virginia Tech and 11 more in the NFL, most recently with the Dal- 
las Cowboys. The defensive staff also includes secondary coach 
Scott Lakatos, who came from Connecticut, and Warren Belin, 
who arrived from Vanderbilt. With veteran defensive line coach 
Rodney Garner returning, the Bulldogs have a solid group in place 
to install the new system. 

For 2010, Georgia will return 17 of 24 starters, including 10 on 
offense, and 49 lettermen overall. What follows is a position-by- 
position look at the Bulldogs, not taking into account the incoming 
freshmen. 


QUARTERBACKS 

The biggest uncertainty on offense is the quarterback position, 
where the Bulldogs will be breaking in their third starter in as 
many seasons. And while Georgia’s candidates have plenty of tal- 
ent, they do not have much experience. 

Aaron Murray (6-1, 209, RFr.) was placed at the top of the depth 
chart after spring drills by Richt and offensive coordinator Mike 
Bobo. Murray has not taken a snap in a college game, but he will 
have been in the system for a year-and-a-half when the 2010 sea- 
son opener rolls around. 

Versatile Logan Gray (6-2, 195, Jr.) will continue to battle for 
the starting job and for playing time during preseason camp. Gray 
is the only letterman at quarterback, having seen limited time in 
2008 and 2009, and he has experience returning punts. He also is 
expected to get some reps at receiver during camp. 


RUNNING BACKS 

The Bulldogs return last season’s top rushers in Washaun Ealey 
(5-11, 211, So.) and Caleb King (5-11, 212, Jr.). Ealey rolled up 
717 yards and three touchdowns in 2009, followed by King with 
594 yards and seven scores. In the Bulldogs’ victory over Georgia 
Tech, they combined for 349 yards and two touchdowns. 

Georgia also has veterans in Carlton Thomas (5-7, 176, RSo.) 
and Dontavius Jackson (5-10, 201, RSo.), along with Cortney 
Newmans (5-9, 223, Jr.), Brian Brewer (5-10, 204, Sr.), Wes Van 
Dyk (6-0, 205, Jr.) and Alex Parsons (5-9, 196. Jr.). 

The fullback position will be a strength with the return of Shaun 


Chapas (6-2, 242, Sr.) and Fred Munzenmaier (6-2, 235, Sr.). Not 
only are they exceptional blockers, but they combined for three 
touchdowns last season. Georgia also has Kevin Lanier (5-11, 212, 
RSo.), Dustin Royston (5-11, 226, RFr.), converted linebacker 
Charles White (6-1, 221, Jr.), Josh Sailors (5-9, 232, Jr.), Matt 
Sweat (6-2, 230, So.), Cameron Allen (6-1, 215, RSo.) and Chris 
Young (6-1, 215, RFr.). 


WIDE RECEIVERS 

Georgia has one of the country’s premier receivers in A.J. Green 
(6-4, 205, Jr.) at flanker. An AII-SEC pick in 2008 and 2009, Green 
had team-best totals of 53 catches for 808 yards and six touch- 
downs last season. Rantavious Wooten (5-10, 176, So.) showed 
flashes of his potential late in the year, including two touchdown 
catches against Kentucky. Israel Troupe (6-1, 215, Jr.) had a touch- 
down among his four grabs in 2009. Taylor Bradberry (6-3, 199, 
RSo.) and Brandon Harton (5-6, 165, RFr.) will provide depth. 

Tavarres King (6-1, 184, RSo.) will lead the charge at split end 
after hauling in 18 passes for 377 yards and a score last year. The 
Bulldogs will get a boost from the return of Kris Durham (6-5, 
211, Sr.), who missed all of last season following shoulder surgery. 
Durham has 32 career catches, including 13 (with a touchdown) in 
2008. Marlon Brown (6-5, 219, So.), Rhett McGowan (6-0, 185, 
RFr.) and Greg Lanier (6-1, 188, RFr.) will vie for playing time. 


TIGHT ENDS 

Four returning lettermen should make this an area of strength 
for the Bulldogs. Orson Charles (6-3, 235, So.) was the third- 
leading receiver a year ago with 23 catches for 374 yards and three 
touchdowns. Aron White (6-4, 237, Jr.) earned Independence Bowl 
MVP honors with two touchdowns and he had four on the season 
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with 198 yards receiving. Twenty-four-game veteran Bruce Figgins 
(6-4, 266, Jr.) will re-enter the mix after sitting out last season 
following shoulder surgery. Arthur Lynch (6-5, 254, So.) played in 
11 games last season, primarily on special teams. Derek Rich (6-5, 
263, Sr.) will give Georgia additional options. 


OFFENSIVE LINEMEN 

With all five starters and eight overall lettermen returning, Geor- 
gia should be formidable in the trenches. A year ago, the linemen 
paved the way for 362 total yards and 29 points per game. 

All-SEC First Teamer Clint Boling (6-5, 310, Sr.) will anchor 
the line from his left tackle slot. Jonathan Owens (6-4, 300, RSo.) 
will back him up. At right tackle, the Bulldogs have Josh Davis 
(6-6, 310, Sr.) and early enrollee Kolton Houston (6-5, 280, Fr.). 
In addition, the Bulldogs will welcome back 2007 starter Trinton 
Sturdivant (6-5, 320, Jr.), who missed the 2008 and 2009 seasons 
due to knee injuries. A.J. Harmon (6-5, 310, RSo.) and Austin 
Long (6-5, 295, RFr.) also will work their way into the mix. 

Cordy Glenn (6-5, 330, Jr.) returns at left guard, and he was 
named the Bulldogs’ offensive MVP following the spring drills. 
Dallas Lee (6-4, 300, RFr.) and John Bodin (6-6, 305, RSo.) will 
provide depth. At right guard, the Bulldogs list Chris Davis (6-4, 
300, Sr.) atop the depth chart, followed by Ben Harden (6-3, 310, 
Jr.) and Josh Parrish (6-4, 290, RFr.). Tanner Strickland (6-5, 322, 
Jr.) will vie for playing time after missing last year with a shoulder 
injury. 

Ben Jones (6-3, 300, Jr.) is back for his third year as the start- 
ing center. Chris Burnette (6-2, 291, RFr.) and Ben Reynolds (6-2, 
250, RFr.) will spell Jones. 


DEFENSIVE LINEMEN 

The first line of defense in the new 3-4 alignment will be Geor- 
gia’s nose and ends. 

DeAngelo Tyson (6-2, 295, Jr.) will enter the preseason camp 
listed first at nose. Kwame Geathers (6-6, 310, RFr.) and Candler 
Cook (6-3, 250, Jr.) also will get a look. Converted offensive 
lineman Justin Anderson (6-5, 330, Jr.) made the transition to 
nose during spring workouts. Abry Jones (6-3, 285, So.) is the top 
candidate at left end, followed by Brandon Wood (6-1, 286, Sr.), 
Derrick Lott (6-4, 295, RFr.) and Matthew DeGenova (6-1, 225, 
Jr.). At right end, the Bulldogs have Demarcus Dobbs (6-2, 285, 
Sr.), Kiante Tripp (6-6, 290, Sr.) and Nick Franks (6-2, 250, Jr.). 
Jeremy Longo (6-3, 253, RSo.) also will enter the mix. Among that 
group, Dobbs led the way with 30 tackles, including 4.5 sacks, last 
season, plus he posted a team-high three caused fumbles. 


LINEBACKERS 

Georgia’s new defensive alignment will feature four linebackers, 
two outside and two inside. 

Justin Houston (6-3, 260, Jr.) has the inside track at one of the 
inside positions. He led the Bulldogs a year ago with 15 tackles for 
loss (39 overall), including 7.5 sacks. In camp, he will be backed 
up by Reuben Faloughi (6-5, 240, RFr.) and Brock Boleman (6-6, 
223, RFr.). At the other inside linebacker slot, the Bulldogs have 
Cornelius Washington (6-4, 255, RSo.), Darryl Gamble (6-2, 255, 
Sr.) and Chase Vasser (6-3, 220, RFr.). Washington had four sacks 
and Gamble had 47 tackles a year ago. 

At outside linebacker, the Bulldogs will open at one slot with 
Akeem Dent (6-2, 234, Sr.) leading the way. Dent had 32 tackles in 
just eight games a year ago. Mike Gilliard (6-2, 220, So.), Akeem 
Hebron (6-1, 227, Sr.), Jason Veal (5-11, 223, RSo.), Chris Grund 
(6-0, 220, Sr.) and Micah King (5-9, 215, Jr.) will provide depth. 
The other slot has Christian Robinson (6-2, 211, RSo.) on top. 
Marcus Dowtin (6-2, 220, Jr.), converted tailback Richard Samuel 
(6-2, 235, Jr.) and Jeremy Sulek (6-1, 218, RSo.) will challenge 
for playing time as well. Dowtin is Georgia’s leading retuning 
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tackler with 57, including seven for loss. Samuel had 395 yards 
and two touchdowns last season, but the emergence of Ealey and 
Caleb King allowed Samuel, an excellent high school linebacker, 
to change positions. 


SECONDARY 

Despite losing three starters, the secondary has eight returning 
lettermen, many of whom played significant roles last season. 

Brandon Boykin (5-10, 183, Jr.) is the lone remaining starter at 
cornerback. A year ago, Boykin had 54 tackles and a team-best 
three interceptions. In addition, Boykin set the SEC record with 
three kickoff returns for touchdowns. He will be backed up at cor- 
nerback by Branden Smith (5-11, 172, So.). Smith was a weapon 
on both sides of the ball as he also had 208 yards rushing with two 
touchdowns. Special teams ace Chad Gloer (5-10, 191, Sr.), Blake 
Sailors (5-11, 185, RFr.) and Luis Capella (5-10, 170, RFr.) could 
see action as well. At the other corner, the Bulldogs have Vance 
Cuff (5-11, 177, Sr.) atop the depth chart. Sanders Commings (6-2, 
210, RSo.), Jordan Love (6-0, 184, RFr.) and Corey Dunson (6-0, 
192, RFr.) also will factor in. 

Nick Williams (6-2, 212, Jr.) has the inside track to start at 
strong safety. Quintin Banks (6-2, 208, Sr.) and Shawn Williams 
(6-1, 206, So.) have playing experience at safety, while Josh Mur- 
ray (6-2, 204, Sr.) will provide additional support. At free safety, 
the Bulldogs are led by Bacarri Rambo (6-0, 211, RSo.), who had 
two interceptions in 2009 and a memorable pass breakup in the 
Auburn game. Early enrollee Jakar Hamilton (6-2, 200, Jr.) made 
strides during spring practice and the Bulldogs also have Eric El- 
liot (5-9, 186, Jr.). 


SPECIALISTS 

Georgia may have the nation’s top special teams tandem in punt- 
er Drew Butler (6-2, 207, Jr.) and place-kicker Blair Walsh (5-10, 
191, Jr.). Butler won the Ray Guy Award in 2009 as the country’s 
best punter after he averaged 48.1 yards per attempt. Walsh, a Lou 
Groza Award finalist, connected on 20-of-22 field goals, including 
4-of-5 beyond 50 yards, and all 42 of his extra points. Walsh and 
Jamie Lindley (5-11, 168, Jr.) will back up Butler, while Brandon 
Bogotay (6-3, 214, Jr.) and Jamie Lindley (5-11, 168, Jr.) are ad- 
ditional candidates at place-kicker. 

The snapper is Ty Frix (6-0, 207, RSo.), with Rich and Billy 
Johnson (6-0, 241, RSo.) as reserves. Butler will take care of the 
holding duties.

Bulldog Fall Storylines: Four Things To Watch 


*The Search For A Signal Caller: For the second year in a row, Georgia will have a new quarterback 
directing the offense. The candidates for the starting spot are redshirt freshman Aaron Murray and junior 
Logan Gray. Freshman Hutson Mason, who was the Class AAAAA Player of the Year from Lassiter HS, 
could also play into the mix. The Bulldogs return the other 10 starters on offense. 

*Switching To A 3-4: Todd Grantham joined the Bulldog coaching staff as Georgia’s new defensive 
coordinator in January 2010 and installed a 3-4 defense. Grantham came to UGA from the Dallas Cowboys. 
Also, secondary coach Scott Lakatos and linebackers coach Warren Belin are newcomers on the staff. 

*Who Will Emerge As The Defensive Leaders With The New Scheme? Justin Houston is one of the 
top returning defensive threats in the SEC. Houston finished third in the league in sacks with 7.5 and second 
in the league with TFLs with 15 in just 10 games last season. With the new 3-4 defense, Houston is expected 
to line up at one of the outside linebacker spots. Senior Demarcus Dobbs and sophomore Abry Jones have 
been slotted to fill the needs on both ends of the defensive line. 

*Questions Linger At Receiver: Junior A.J. Green will headline the Bulldog receivers after leading 
the team with 53 catches for 808 yards and six TDs. Tavarres King (18-377-1) and Rantavious Wooten (10- 
197-2) are the other top returning receivers. Georgia will welcome back Kris Durham to the lineup after he 
missed the 2009 season with a shoulder injury. Durham led the Bulldogs with three catches for 54 yards and 
a touchdown at the G-Day game.. One of Georgia’s strengths will be at tight end as Aron White, who was 
the MVP of the 2009 Indepedence Bowl, Orson Charles and Arthur Lynch will be joined by Bruce Figgins, 
who is returning after redshirting with an injury last season. Lynch had a 39-yard scoring catch at G-Day.

Redshirt freshman Aaron Murray will join junior Logan Gray as the 
candidates to become the starting signal caller in 2010. Murray (6-1, 206) has 
been enrolled at UGA since January 2009 and redshirted last season. Murray 
competed at the Elite 11 camp after returning from an injury to lead Plant HS 
to a state title his senior season. Gray is the only one of the two candidates 
who has appeared in a game at quarterback for the Bulldogs. He saw action 
during the 2009 season and went 5-of-12 for 31 yards with two INTs. Gray 
has seen his most action as a punt returner. In two seasons, he has two punt 
returns for 70 yards while handling most of Georgia’s “fair catch” situations. 
Gray has also scrambled 56 yards on 11 carries from his quarterback position 
during those two years.

Offensive Front Returns Intact For 2010 

The Bulldog offensive line led the SEC with the fewest sacks allowed 
in 2009. The unit allowed only 12 sacks in 13 games for a loss of 96 yards last 
season. During the season, they employed six different lineups. Georgia rolled 
up 339 yards on the ground to help knock off #7 Georgia Tech and gained 1,216 
yards on the ground over the final five 
games. Josh Davis began starting at RT 
for the Bulldogs against Vanderbilt after 
returning from an injury. Clint Boling, 
who had started the first six games at 
RT as a junior last year, got the nod at 
LT the last six games while playing at 
RG for one game during the middle of 
the year. He was named to the 2009 AP 
All-SEC second team. After playing in 
13 games and starting five in 2009, Jus- 
tin Anderson has been moved to nose 
with the new 3-4 defensive alignment. 
Georgia started Trinton Sturdivant 
(LT), Chris Davis (LG), Ben Jones 
(C), Cordy Glenn (RG) and Boling (RT) in their season opener. Sturdivant, 
who was a Freshman All-American after starting 13 games in 2007 and then 
missed the 2008 season due to a left knee injury, re-injured his knee at #9 OSU 
and was lost for the rest of the 2009 season. Sturdivant is expected to return 
for the 2010 season.

The Bulldogs feature one of the deepest and most versatile groups of 
tight ends in the country. Aron White started 12 games as a redshirt sophomore 
last season and was named the Offensive MVP of the Independence Bow] after 
hauling in two touchdown passes. He finished with 13 catches for 198 yards 
and four TDs on the year. Orson Charles earned Freshman All-America honors 
after appearing in all 13 games, including three starts. He ranked third on the 
team with 23 catches for 374 yards and three scores. In his freshman season, 
Arthur Lynch saw action in 11 games and had two catches for 17 yards in 
2009. Lynch also hauled in a 39-yard touchdown during the annual G-Day 
game. The Bulldogs also welcome back Bruce Figgins who redshirted in 2009 
with a shoulder injury. In his Bulldog career, Figgins has appeared in 24 games, 
including three starts, with five catches for 56 yards and one touchdown.

Green Gearing For 1,000 Yards 

A.J. Green finished second in the SEC receiving yards/game (80.8) and 
rec./game (5.3) and was named to the AP All-SEC first team as a sophomore in 
2009. Green missed three 
games late in the year due 
to a shoulder injury, but 
returned to lead the Bull- 
dogs in the bowl win over 
Texas A&M after snagging 
six catches for 57 yards. 

Green’s top per- 
formance in 2009 came 
against Arizona State when 
he snagged eight catches 
for 153 yards and a touch- 
down. It was his fourth 
career 100-yard game, and 
he was named the SEC 
Offensive Player of the 
Week. He also blocked his 
first career field goal late in 
the fourth quarter against the Sun Devils to help secure the win.

Bulldog Tailbacks Strong Down The Stretch 

The Bulldogs had four different leading rushers in 2009, but finished 
the year by employing a combination of Caleb King and Washaun Ealey. 
The Bulldogs tallied 1,216 yards rushing in 
their last five games, including 339 in the 
road win over #7 Georgia Tech. The 339 
rushing yards was the most in a game since 
1988 when the Bulldogs rumbled for 372 
yards on 53 carries in a 59-24 win over Wil- 
liam & Mary. 

Also, the Bulldogs had two 100-yard 
rushers against the Yellow Jackets for the 
first time since 2004. 

Ealey tallied a career-high 183 yards 
on 20 carries (9.1/carry) while King regis- 
tered a career-best 166 yards on 19 carries 
(9.2/carry) and two touchdowns. Ealey was 
named the SEC Freshman of the Week for 
the second time this season after the Geor- 
gia Tech game. Ealey had a career-high 98 
yards rushing on 18 carries and one touch- 
down versus Auburn and was also named 
SEC Freshman of the Week. King started the final five games of 2009. 


Paving The Way For The Tailbacks 

Seniors Shaun Chapas and Fred Munzenmaier return for their final 
season at fullback for the Bulldogs. This duo has the ability to run-block, but 
has also shown the ability to move the chains. Chapas gained 45 yards on 
seven carries and had one score plus nine catches for 50 yards and one score in 
2009. Munzenmaier had 10 carries for 36 yards and two TDs and also caught 
three passes for 21 yards. Munzenmaier sat out the spring after having shoul- 
der surgery but is expected to make a full recovery for the fall. 
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DEFENSE 
Bulldog Defense Welcomes Three New Coaches, Will Debut 3-4 Scheme 


Mark Richt retooled his defensive staff following the 2009 season. Georgia’s defensive staff in 
2010 will be led by defensive coordinator/outside linebackers coach Todd Grantham, assistant head 
coach/defensive line/recruiting coordinator Rodney Garner (12th year at UGA), defensive backs 
coach Scott Lakatos and inside linebackers coach Warren Belin. 

Grantham came to Georgia from the Dallas Cowboys where he was the defensive line coach from 
2008 to 2009. Before arriving in Athens, Grantham had spent 11 seasons in the NFL but also has had 
assistant coaching experience at Virginia Tech and Michigan State. 

Lakatos came the Bulldogs from Connecticut where he was the secondary coach since 2004. 
Lakatos helped the Huskies have a national ranking of No. 9 in pass efficiency defense in 2008. 

Belin arrived in Athens after spending the last eight seasons coaching linebackers at Vanderbilt. The 
20-year coaching veteran also spent the last two seasons as the Commodores recruiting coordinator. 

With Grantham running the defense, Georgia made the switch to a 3-4 alignment this spring. New 
terminology includes two ends and a nose. The linebackers are “Sam’’, “Will”, “Mike” and “Mo”. 


Who Will Be The Men Up Front? 

Georgia’s switch to a 3-4 defense puts the spotlight on who will fill the role at nose. The Bulldogs 
lost their top three defensive linemen in Jeff Owens, Geno Atkins and Kade Weston. Junior DeAngelo 
Tyson played in all 13 games last season and finished with 12 tackles. A younger lineman looking 
to make an impression is sophomore Abry Jones, who played in 12 games and had eight tackles and 
two tackles for loss. Jones and senior Demarcus Dobbs emerged as the leaders to fill the end spots 
on the line. Dobbs started all 13 games of 2009 at one of the defensive end spots and finished with 
30 tackles and 4.5 sacks as a junior. 


Houston Is SEC’s Top Returning Sack-Master 

Despite playing in only 10 games as a sophomore, Justin Houston finished second in the SEC 
with a team-leading 7.5 sacks and 15 tackles for loss. For his efforts, he was named to the AP All- 
SEC second team. The Bulldogs registered 30 sacks in 2009 compared to just 12 by their opponents. 
Houston has now been slotted to play one of the outside linebacker spots for Georgia’s 3-4 defense. 


No Dowtin The Bulldog Linebackers 

In Georgia’s new 3-4 scheme, the linebackers will play an important role in slowing the opposition’s 
offensive attack. The Bulldogs’ top returning tackler is junior linebacker Marcus Dowtin. Dowtin 
registered 57 tackles last season, including 
seven TFLs and two sacks. He appeared in 
11 games with four starts. One of those starts 
came against Texas A&M in the Independence 
Bowl as Dowtin recorded a career-high nine 
tackles to lead the Bulldog defense. Georgia’s 
returning linebackers also include seniors Dar- 
ryl Gamble, who had 47 tackles, and Akeem 
Dent, who finished with 32 stops. 

After spring practice, the Bulldogs set to 
start at the four linebacker spots are Gamble 
(Mike), Dent (Mo), Justin Houston (Will) and 
redshirt sophomore Cornelius Washington 
(Sam). Washington finished 2009 as a defensive 
end with 13 tackles, four tackles and 15 QBPs. 


New Faces Abound In Secondary 

Brandon Boykin returns for his junior season to lead the Bulldogs’ youthful secondary in 2010. 
Boykin was fourth on the team in 2009 with 54 tackles and three interceptions while starting 12 of 
13 games. Boykin is the lone returning member of the secondary as Prince Miller and Bryan Evans 
graduated and Reshad Jones entered the NFL Draft early. Redshirt sophomore safety Bacarri Rambo 
played in 11 games for the Bulldogs last season and finished with 25 stops and two INTs. Also getting 
snaps at defensive back in 2009 were Branden Smith and Vance Cuff. Smith started one game and 
played in all 13 and in addition to his 14 tackles, he had 17 carries for 211 yards and two scores on 
offense. Cuff had 21 tackles in 2009 after starting one game and playing in nine. In addition, redshirt 
sophomore Sanders Commings will be attempting to earn more playing time after playing in all 13 
games last year and finishing with 12 tackles and one interception. 

Mid-year enrollee Jakar Hamilton joined the Bulldogs in January and is expected to make an 
immediate impact. Hamilton had 50 tackles, four picks and eight pass break-ups for Georgia Military 
College in 2009. Junior Nick Williams, who saw action in the secondary and at linebacker in 2009, 
enters the fall as one of the candidates at strong safety. He led all the tacklers at G-Day with seven 
stops. 


SPECIAL TEAMS 


Georgia Returns Nation’s Best Kicking 
Tandem In Butler, Walsh 


Georgia junior punter Drew Butler and junior 
place-kicker Blair 
Walsh rank among 
the nation’s best 
at their respec- 
tive positions. In 
2009, Butler was 
a consensus All- 
American. He was 
also the Ray Guy 
Award winner, 
which is given 
to the nation’s 
top punter, while 
Walsh was one 
of three finalists 
for the Lou Groza 
Award, which is given to the nation’s top place-kicker. 
Georgia had never won either award before 2009. 

Butler became only the third Bulldog in school 
history to lead the NCAA in punting, joining Zeke 
Bratkowski (1953, 42.6) and Bobby Walden (1958, 
45.3). Butler averaged 48.1 on 56 punts. Butler and 
the Bulldogs also led the NCAA in Net Punting with 
an average of 42.0. This was the first time since 1969 
that Georgia led the country in Net Punting. 

Walsh ranked among the best in school his- 
tory in Field Goal Percentage for a single season. He 
drilled 20-of-22 FGs (90.9 percent) in 2009, including 
4-of-5 from 50 or more yards. Billy Bennett holds the 
school record after hitting 13-of-14 (92.86 percent) in 
2000. Walsh has also connected on all 92 of his PATs 
during his career and was 42-for-42 in 2009. 


Boykin Owns KOR Record 

Defensive back Brandon Boykin set the school 
record for kickoff return yardage in a single season 
with 988 kickoff return yards on 38 returns in 2009. He 
also had the most kickoff returns in a season, breaking 
the old mark of 28 shared by Gene Washington (1974) 
and Asher Allen (2007). Vanderbilt’s Warren Norman 
holds the SEC record for return yardage after registering 
1,050 return yards on 40 returns in 2009. Boykin is the 
first player in SEC history with two 100-yard kickoff 
returns for touchdowns in the same season after picking 
up his second one during the matchup at Tennessee. 
Boykin, Norman and Tennessee’s Willie Gault (1980) 
share the SEC record for KOR TDs in a season with 
three. 

Boykin owns the school record with three kickoff 
returns for touchdowns in a season. Boykin and Jimmy 
Campagna are the only Bulldogs in school history with 
three return touchdowns in a season. Campagna had 
two punts and one KOR in 1952. 

Boykin’s first 100-yard kickoff return of the year 
came against South Carolina. This was the longest 
scoring play for Georgia in Sanford Stadium history. 
Boykin, who also had an INT in the game, finished with 
the second-most kickoff return yards in a single game 
(187), missing the school record by just three yards 
(Scott Woerner, 1977, Kentucky). 
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ead Coach Mark Richt came 

to Georgia with the motto, 
“Finish the drill.” After nine 
seasons between the hedges, he’s 
demonstrated what that means by 
winning two SEC Championships 
(2002, ‘05), three SEC Eastern 
Division titles and tied for another, 
and his 90-27 record is third best 
in the country in winning percent- 
age among active coaches (.769). 
And his emphasis on gradua- 
tion has come to fruition as 173 
Bulldog players have earned their 
degrees since December, 2001. 

Richt was named SEC Coach 
of the Year in both 2002 and 2005. 
His record against non-conference 
teams is 38-4 and his teams are 
33-6 when playing in an oppo- 
nent’s home stadium. 

He is one of only nine head 
coaches in Division I-A history to 
record 60 or more wins in his first 
six seasons and 70 or more wins 
in his first seven seasons, one of 
only seven to reach 80 wins in his 
first eight seasons and 90 wins in 
his first nine seasons. Richt is also 
one of only six coaches in history to win two 
SEC championships (2002, 2005) in his first 
five years, and one of only five head coaches 
in SEC history to record four straight 10-win 
seasons (2002-05). 

The excitement produced by Richt’s teams 
on the field has been matched by many other 
aspects surrounding the program. Richt has 
generated an atmosphere of excitement and 
unity among the Georgia people. Georgia 
supporters and fans became impressed with 
his sincerity, openness, family values, and 
the casual and genuine way he carried him- 
self. They liked his ideas on building a foot- 
ball program, his commitment to discipline, 
and the importance he placed on standards 
of excellence on and off the field. 

And they liked the way he refused to set 
limitations on what would be a satisfactory 
season. “T like to set our goals high,” he said. 
“T never want to put a ceiling on what we

can accomplish.” 

Richt also had a reputation for developing 
quarterbacks at FSU and that has continued at 
UGA. Among the highlights of his first year 
was redshirt freshman quarterback David 
Greene being named SEC Freshman of the 
Year after a season in which Greene set the 
school record for passing yards (2,789) and 
passing TD’s (17) by a freshman. And in ‘02, 
Greene led the SEC in passing efficiency and 
was the consensus choice for All-SEC first 
team. By the end of his career, Greene had 
become the SEC’s all-time leading passer 
(11,528 yards) and set the NCAA Division 
1-A record for career victories by a starting 
QB with 42. D.J. Shockley followed Greene 
in 2005 and led the SEC in passing efficiency. 
Matthew Stafford came next (2006-08) and 
set the Georgia record for season total of- 
fense in 2008 (3,499 yards) and finished third 
in career passing yardage (7,731). 

The NFL is also looking Georgia’s way 
on a regular basis. Fifty-one 
of Richt’s players have been 
chosen in the NFL draft over the 
last nine years including eight 
chosen in the 2002 NFL draft- 
-the most Georgia players ever 
selected in a single year.

10th ranked Hawai’i in The Allstate Sugar 
Bowl and finished No. 2 in the final AP poll 
and No. 3 in the coaches poll. 

2006: After starting out 5-0, his 2006 team 
struggled through the middle of the sched- 
ule, but rebounded to defeat three top 20 
teams in a row: #5 Auburn, #16 Georgia 
Tech, and #14 Virginia Tech in the Chick-fil- 
ABowl. He was chosen to coach the 2007 
Hula Bowl game in Hawaii. 

2005: Picked to finish third in the SEC East, 
his 2005 team exceeded all expectations with 
a 10-2 regular season finish and SEC cham- 
pionship defeating third-ranked LSU in the 
title game. He was elected 2005 SEC Coach 
of the Year by the SEC Coaches. 

2004: His 2004 team finished 10-2, won a 
third straight bowl game, and finished in the 
nation’s top six in the final national rankings 
for the third consecutive season. Along the 
way in ‘04, the ‘Dogs defeated defending 
national champion LSU, Georgia Tech for 
the fourth straight time and upended Florida 
for the first time since 1997. DE David Pol- 
lack became the most decorated defensive 
player in Georgia history with a third straight 
first tean All-America selection and was 
recipient of the Lombardi, Bednarik, Lott, 
and Hendricks Trophies. 

2003: Richt led the ‘Dogs to the SEC title 
game for the second time in a row in ‘03, 
defeated Purdue in the Capital One Bowl, 
and had the ‘Dogs in the top ten again with 
a final USA Today/ESPN Coaches ranking 
of 6th and a final AP ranking of 7th. Richt’s 
team ranked 2nd nationally in Scoring 
Defense (14.5 ppg), 4th in Total Defense 
(276.86 ypg), 6th in Passing Defense (174.5 
ypg), and 14th nationally in Turnover Mar- 
gin (+.79). 

2002: ‘Dogs go 13-1, win first SEC cham- 
pionship in 20 years, defeated Florida State 
in the Nokia Sugar Bowl, and finished the 
season with a number three national rank- 
ing. Georgia’s championship run was a 
complete team effort, with the Dogs win- 
ning five games by a touchdown or less. 
Among Richt’s team were three first team 
All-Americans and eight first team All-SEC 
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(Back: l-r) Jon, Anna, David, Katharyn, Mark; (Front) Anya, Zack 


performers. Richt himself was a consensus 
choice as SEC Coach of the Year and was a 
finalist for the Bear Bryant National Coach of 
the Year Award. In addition, the ‘02 Bulldogs 
led the SEC in both scoring offense (32.2 
ppg) and scoring defense (15.1 ppg). 

2001: By the time his inaugural season in 
2001 came to a close (8-4), he had become 
the first Georgia coach since HJ. Stegeman 
in 1920 to win eight games in his inaugural 
season. He had also handed Tennessee its 
only regular season defeat (in Knoxville on 
national television) and beaten arch rival 
Georgia Tech (for the first time since 1997).

The Road To Athens 


His career as a Bulldog began as a 
Christmas present that actually came the 
day after most gifts had been opened. On 
Dec. 26, 2000, Richt was named head 
coach at the University of Georgia after 
serving on the staff at Florida State for 15 
years—the last seven as offensive coordi- 
nator. 

Richt, a 1982 graduate of the University 
of Miami, coached the quarterbacks for 14 
seasons at FSU. As offensive coordinator, 
he developed offenses that were among 
the most prolific in college football history 
while becoming one of country’s 
most respected coaches. 

His personal and professional de- 
velopment paid off as athletic director 
Vince Dooley introduced him to the 
media and the Georgia people as UGA’s 
25th head football coach at a day-after- 
Christmas press conference. 

Under Richt’s direction, the FSU 
offense had been a national leader. 
In this seven years as offensive coor- 
dinator, the Seminoles finished in the 
nation’s top five in scoring offense on 
five occasions, top 12 in total offense 
five times, and top 12 in passing of- 
fense five times. His 2000 offense 
finished the regular season ranked 
first nationally in total offense (549.0 
ypg), first in passing offense (384.0 
ypg), and third in scoring offense 
(42.4 ppg). 


Richt sent six FSU quarterbacks into the 
NFL between 1987 and 2000. In addition 
to Weinke (Carolina Panthers), Washington 
Redskin Casey Weldon was the runner-up 
for the Heisman Trophy in 1991. His team- 
mate at FSU, Brad Johnson (now Richt’s 
brother-in-law), was a Pro Bowl selection 
for Washington in 2000 and led the Tampa 
Bay Bucs to the Super Bowl title in 2003. 
Other Richt pro proteges include Danny 
Kanell (New York Giants), Danny McManus 
(Kansas City Chiefs) and Peter Tom Willis 
(Chicago Bears). 

Anative of Omaha, Nebraska, Richt came 
to Tallahassee with an astute knowledge of 
the passing game after playing the position 
for the Miami Hurricanes under Howard 
Schnellenberger. Richt spent most of his 
career at Miami as a backup to former Buf- 
falo Bills star Jim Kelly. In one of Richt’s 
years at Miami, his teammates included 
Kelly, Vinny Testaverde, Bernie Kosar, and 
quarterbacks coach Earl Morral. 

Richt is married to the former Katharyn 
Francis of Tallahassee. They have four chil- 
dren - Jonathan (20), a junior quarterback at 
Mars Hill College, David (16), Zach (14), 
and Anya (13). Jon was married to the for- 
mer Anna Cearley in May, 2010.

Wide Receivers 


Tony Ball was named running backs coach at the 
University of Georgia on Feb. 14, 2006, after serving 
as wide receivers coach at Virginia Tech for eight years 
(1998-2005). He was named Georgia receivers coach 
in January, 2009, and in his first year mentored All-SEC 
first team selection A.J. Green. 

His most recent running back pupil is Knowshon 
Moreno, 2009 first round draft choice of the Denver 
Broncos. He also coached running backs Thomas 
Brown, Kregg Lumpkin, Danny Ware, and Brannan 
Southerland. At UGA, he's been part of a staff that has 
led Georgia to a 38-14 record including 4-0 in bowl 
games. 

Ball has a long history of coaching both receivers and 
running backs. Prior to joining the Virginia Tech staff, 
Ball served as receivers coach at Louisville (1995-97), 
running backs coach at the College of The Holy Cross 
(1992-94), receivers coach at UT-Chattanooga (1990-91 
(1989), and receivers coach at UT-Chattanooga (1988). 

During the summers of 1996 and ’97, Ball participated in the National Football League’s Minor- 
ity Internship Program with the Baltimore Ravens. In 2003 Ball participated in an internship with 
the Denver Broncos. 

A native of Chattanooga, Tenn., Ball was part of Virginia Tech's rapid rise to national prominence 
having accompanied the Hokies to eight consecutive bowl games while helping them become a 
regular in the nation’s top ten rankings. 

Ball is credited with coaching some of the school's greatest receivers including Ernest Wilford 
(2002-03), the school's all-time receptions leader, the first player in school history to post two 50-catch 
seasons, and a fourth round choice in the 2004 NFL draft. In addition, Ball coached Andre Davis, 
one of the Virginia Tech's top three receivers in career catches, receiving yards, and touchdown 
receptions. Davis was a 2002 second round NFL selection of the Cleveland Browns. 

A graduate of UT-Chattanooga, Ball began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Austin 
Peay (1985-86) earning his master's degree in health and nutrition. 

Ball played football for the late Joe Morrison at UTC where he was a standout running back 
(1977-80) who set numerous school kickoff return records. In 1977 Ball led the nation in kick- 
off returns with a 36.4 
per return average. In 
2007, he was inducted 
into the school's Hall 
of Fame and in 2003, 
was named to the UTC 
All-Century Team. He 
earned his undergradu- 
ate degree in criminal 
justice. Ball is married 
to the former Maria Ann 
Slayden. They have two 
children: Anthony, 19, 
and Keshea, 18.

Mike Bobo 
Offensive Coord./QB's 


Mike Bobo, one of the most prolific passers 
in University of Georgia history, was brought back 
home by head coach Mark Richt in January, 2001, to 
coach the Bulldog quarterbacks. He was promoted to 
Offensive Coordinator in 2007. Bobo had served one 
year as assistant coach at Jacksonville State Univer- 
sity after working as an administrative assistant and 
graduate assistant at UGA in 1998 and '99. 

During his nine years at UGA, he has been part of 
a staff that has led Georgia to 90 victories, two SEC 
championships, three SEC Eastern Division titles, 
seven bowl victories, and six top ten finishes in the 
final national polls including No. 2 in 2007 and No. 
3 in 2002. 

He's also coached Matthew Stafford, the first 
pick of the 2009 NFL draft (Lions), and the win- 
ningest quarterback in NCAA Division 1-A history 
at the time--David Greene--who won 42 games as a 
starter and set the Bulldog and SEC records for Ca- 
reer Passing Yards (11,528). In 2002, the Bulldogs 
finished as the SEC's top scoring (32.14 ppg) and 
pass efficiency (138.91) offense. His 2005 QB, D.J. 
Shockley, earned All-SEC first team honors and led 
the SEC in passing efficiency (148.3). Bobo also filled in as the Bulldogs’ running backs coach for 
part of the '02 season and TB Musa Smith earned consensus All-SEC honors. 

A four-year letterman for the Bulldogs from 1994-97, Bobo is coaching on the same field 
where he became a record-setting quarterback. A native of Thomasville, Ga., Bobo finished his 
Bulldog career leading the team in passing in both 1996 and '97. He currently ranks high in the 
Georgia passing record books in several categories including: season completion percentage (first, 
65.0%, 1997), season passing efficiency rating (first, 155.80, 1997), career pass attempts, third, 
755), career pass completions (third, 445), season passing yards (third, 2,751, 1997), career pass- 
ing yards (third, 6,334), season TD passes (third, 19), career TD passes (second, 38), most passing 
yards by a junior (second, 2,440), most passing yards by a senior (second, 3,396), and career total 
offense (third, 6,054). 

Bobo also set a Georgia record completing 19 consecutive passes leading Georgia to a 33-6 vic- 
tory over Wisconsin in the 1998 Outback 
Bowl. He completed 26 of 28 passes for 267 
yards and one touchdown and was named the 
game's Most Valuable Player. 

Elected team captain (1996-97) and per- 
manent team captain of the 1997 Bulldogs, 
Bobo was named the SEC's Offensive Player 
of the Week twice following performances 
against South Carolina (19x33, 285 yards, 
two TD's) and Georgia Tech (30x39, 415 
yards, 4 TD's). 

As a star quarterback at Thomasville High 
School, Bobo was named the 1993 Georgia 
Player of the Year by both USA Today and 
the Atlanta Journal-Constitution. As a 
senior, he completed 143x245 passes for 
2,477 yards and 23 TD's. In his career, he 
completed 329x590 passes for 5,167 yards 
and 42 TD's. He also rushed for 15 TD's.

Warren Belin joined the Georgia staff as 
linebackers coach in February, 2010, after 
serving in a similar capacity at Vanderbilt for 
the previous eight seasons. 

The 20-year veteran also served two years 
as recruiting coordinator (2009-’ 10) at Van- 
derbilt after working as special teams coordi- 
nator in 2006-07. 

During Belin’s tenure at Vanderbilt, he 
developed numerous outstanding linebackers. 
In 2008, junior Patrick Benoist earned second 
team All-SEC honors while Chris Marve 
became an All-SEC freshman pick selection. 
Both were among the SEC’s top tacklers. 

In 2006-07, Belin worked with All-SEC 
pick Jonathan Goff and versatile Marcus 
Buggs. Both are now in the NFL: Goff with 
the New York Giants and Buggs with the Buf- 
falo Bills. 

In 2004-05, Moses Osemwegie was a first 
team All-SEC player. In 2002, Hunter Hillen-

Rodney Garner added the title of Assistant Head Coach in 2005 after serving as defensive line 


coach and recruiting coordinator at Georgia since 
January, 1998. 

During his nine years at UGA, he has been part 
of a staff that has led Georgia to 90 victories, two 
SEC championships, three SEC Eastern Division 
titles, seven bowl victories, and six top ten finishes 
in the final national polls including No. 2 in 2007 
and No. 3 in 2002.

Dallas Cowboys defensive line coach Todd 
Grantham, an 11 year NFL veteran coach with 
nine years college experience, was named 
defensive coordinator at Georgia in January, 
2010. 

Grantham was with the Dallas Cowboys for 
two seasons after spending three seasons as de- 
fensive coordinator with the Cleveland Browns 
(2005-07), and six years as defensive line coach 
for both the Houston Texans (2002-04) and 
Indianapolis Colts (1999-01). 

Prior to his stint in Indianapolis, Grantham 
had significant experience on the college level 
serving three seasons as the defensive line 
coach and one as assistant head coach at Michi- 
gan State (1996-98). Grantham also spent six 
seasons (1990-95) at his alma mater, Virginia 
Tech, coaching defensive ends and inside

Scott Lakatos joined the Georgia staff in Janu- 
ary, 2010, after serving six years as secondary 
coach at the University of Connecticut. 

Lakatos came to Georgia right after the Hus- 
kies defeated South Carolina, 20-7, in the 2010 
Papajohns.com bowl in Birmingham which rep- 
resented the fifth bowl game in Lakatos’ career. 

In 2008, the UConn secondary helped the Hus- 
Kies achieve a national ranking of No. 9 in pass 
efficiency defense. Cornerback Darius Butler 
was selected in the second round of the 2009 NFL 
Draft by the New England Patriots while safety 
Dahna Deleston signed a free agent contract with 
the Chicago Bears. 

Led by Oakland Raiders draftee Tyvon Branch, 
UConn was 10th nationally in passing efficiency 
defense in 2007 and 17th in passing defense en 
route to the BIG EAST Championship. 

In 2005, UConn again led the BIG EAST in 
total defense. The major reason was its passing 
defense, where the Huskies ranked fourth nation- 
ally in least yards allowed per game and seventh in passing efficiency defense. UConn was 25th 
nationally in passing defense in 2006. 

In 2004, the Huskies ranked first in the BIG EAST, and in the top 20 nationally, in passing 
defense, yielding just 190.0 yards per game. The low sum helped UConn also lead the BIG EAST 
in total defense in 2004. Leading the unit was first-team All-BIG EAST selection, and Kansas City 
Chiefs signee, Justin Perkins, who made five interceptions on the year and tied for 14th in the na- 
tion in passes defended. 

Lakatos came to Storrs in 2004 after spending the previous three seasons as the secondary 
coach at Rutgers. In 2003, Rutgers ranked second in the BIG EAST in passing defense, yielding 
216.42 yards per game, a total surpassed in the conference only by national-leader Miami. 
Cornerback Nate Jones earned CoSIDA Academic All-America honors for the second year in a row 
and was drafted in the seventh round by the Dallas Cowboys. Also that year, cornerback Brandon 
Haw signed with the Seahawks. Lakatos also coached free safety Shawn Seabrooks who earned a 
spot on the All-BIG EAST second team in 2002. 

Lakatos graduated from Western Connecticut in 1988 after earning four varsity letters on the 
gridiron, four of them under the tutelage of former Syracuse head coach Paul Pasqualoni. The 1985 
Colonial squad went 10-2 and advanced to the NCAA Division IT] Playoffs. Immediately after earn- 
ing his degree in Justice & Law Administration from WCSU, Lakatos began his coaching career

A former wide receiver for the Bulldogs, Bryan 
McClendon was named running backs coach in Febru- 
ary, 2009, after serving two years (2007-08) as a gradu- 
ate assistant coach working with the Georgia offense. 


As a first year coach he helped develop two of the 
SEC's most promising young backs: sophomore Caleb 
King (114x594 yards, 5.2 yards per carry, 7 TD's) and 
true freshman Washaun Ealey who led the team in rush- 
ing with 125x717 5.7 yards per carry, and 3 TD's 


He was a four-year letterman with the Bulldogs

Stacy Searels was named offensive line coach for the 
Bulldogs in January, 2007, after serving four years coaching 
the offensive line at LSU during which time the Tigers won 
a national championship (2003), one SEC title (2003), and 
two SEC East titles (2003 and ’05). He added the duties of 
Running Game Coordinator in 2009. 

In each of his first two seasons he took offensive lines 
with three freshman starters and molded them into formi- 
dable units that were instrumental in the Dogs' 11-2 and 
10-3 records and top ten final rankings. 

A native of Trion, Ga., and 1990 graduate of Auburn, 
Searels was an All-America lineman for the Tigers in 1987 
when he was a teammate of current Georgia defensive line 
coach Rodney Garner. Prior to joining the LSU staff, he 
coached the offensive line at Cincinnati (2000-02), Appala- 
chian State (1994-2000), and served as a graduate assistant 
at Auburn (1992-93). 

LSU’s offensive unit in 2006 finished first in the SEC 
in total offense and scoring offense and was third in rush- 
ing offense and passing offense. Searels made a habit of 
producing All-America linemen for LSU. He coached two First-Team All-Americans in Stephen 
Peterman and Rimington Award winner Ben Wilkerson and a Second-Team All-America in Andrew

In addition, during that four-year stretch, LSU’s offensive line produced a pair of First-Team 
Academic All-Americas in Rodney Reed and Rudy Niswanger. LSU had an offensive lineman 
named First-Team Academic All-America four straight years. 

Niswanger became the most decorated student-athlete in school history in 2005, winning the 
Draddy Award as college football’s top scholar-athlete as well as being the inaugural recipient of 
the Wuerffel Trophy. 

Searels joined the staff at LSU after a two-year stint as offensive line coach at Cincinnati. 
While with the Bearcats, Cincinnati played in two bowl games as well as winning the school’s first 
conference title since 1964 by capturing the 2002 Conference USA crown. 

Prior to joining Cincinnati, Searels served as an assistant coach at Appalachian State from 1994- 
2000, helping the I-AA squad to five playoff appearances and a pair of Southern Conference titles. 

While at Appalachian State, Searels was presented with the NCAA Award of Valor, recognizing 
him for his act of courage following a head-on collision involving a van carrying members of the 
Mountaineer football team and support staff on Sept. 30, 2000. 

Searels got his start in coaching as a graduate assistant at Auburn in 1992, working with the 
Tiger squad that posted a perfect 11-0 mark in 1993. 

As a senior in 1987, Searels earned First Team All-America honors from both the Associated Press 
and Football News. Searels was a three-year starter for Auburn, blocking for Heisman Trophy winner 
Bo Jackson in 1985 and All-America Brent Fullwood in 1986. He also participated in four bowl. 

A First-Team All-Southeastern Conference selection as both a junior and senior, he was honored 
with the team’s Ken Rice Award as the school’s best blocking lineman in 1987. He played in both 
the Japan Bowl and the Senior Bowl following the 1987 season. 

In 1990, the Birmingham Post-Herald named Searels to the Auburn team of the 1980’s. 

Searels was a fourth round draft 
pick by the San Diego Chargers in 
1988, playing two seasons there before 
moving to the Miami Dolphins for the 
1990 season.

Legendary Florida State strength and condition- 
ing coach Dave Van Halanger was named director of 
strength and conditioning at UGA in January, 2001. 

During his nine years at UGA, he has been part of 
a staff that has led Georgia to 90 victories, two SEC 
championships, three SEC Eastern Division titles, 
seven bowl wins and six top-10 national finishes in- 
cluding No. 2 in 2007 and No. 3 in 2002. 

Van Halanger spent 18 years as FSU's strength and 
conditioning coach from 1983-2001 and five years as 
head strength coach at his alma mater, West Virginia, 
where he is credited with starting WVU's first orga- 
nized weight training program. 

Van Halanger has worked with 29 consecutive bowl 
teams spanning his tenures at UGA, FSU and WVU, 
with those teams compiling a 21-7-1 record. He has 
tutored more than 30 NFL first-round draft picks. 

In June, 2001, Van Halanger was awarded the title 
of Master Strength and Conditioning Coach, the high- 
est honor presented by the Collegiate Strength and 
Conditioning Coaches Association. It is given for 
professionalism, knowledge, experience, expertise, and longevity in the field. He was also inducted 
into the Strength and Conditioning Hall of Fame in June, 2003. 

Under Van Halanger's direction, the average student-athlete gained 20-25 pounds, added 100 
pounds to his bench press and 200 pounds to his squat during his years at FSU. He was one of 
three strength coaches featured in a July 1998 issue of Sports Illustrated. He served as strength 
coach of the 2000 Gridiron Classic in Orlando and in 1999 became the first strength coach in the 
75-year history of the East-West Shrine Game to be asked to coach the team. Van Halanger also 
served as strength and conditioning coach for both teams at the 2004 Gridrion Classic. In addition, 
he was named the 1993 Strength Coach of the Year by the NFL Coaches. 

A three-year starter under Coach Bobby Bowden at West Virginia, Van Halanger was co-captain 
of the 1975 West Virginia Peach Bowl team. An offensive tackle, he earned All-East honors his 
junior and senior seasons and was an honorable mention All-America selection as a senior. He 
played professionally with the Atlanta Falcons in 1976 before returning to WVU as a graduate 
assistant and head junior varsity coach. He became the full-time strength coach at WVU in 1978. 
Van Halanger was also a leader in FSU's Fellowship of Christian Athletes group.

The 13th ranked Bulldogs dropped their season opener to 9th ranked 
Oklahoma State 24-10 in front of a record crowd of 53,012 at Boone Pick- 
ens Stadium in Stillwater, Okla., and a nationally televised audience on 
ABC to start off the year 0-1 for the first time under Mark Richt. 

QB Joe Cox began his second career start on a 10-play 80-yard TD 
drive to open the game. Cox found Michael Moore in the right corner of 
the end zone from four yards out to put Georgia up 7-0. Cox finished the 
day 15 for 30 for 162 yards with one TD and one interception. A.J. Green 
led the team in receiving with 4 catches for 52 yards while Richard Samu- 
el took care of Georgia’s rushing attack with 87 yards on 20 carries. 

Oklahoma State scored 10 points in the the first half. A 46-yard pass 
from Zac Robinson to Dez Bryant tied the game. The Cowboys took the 
lead on a FG after Georgia’s turnover at their own 5-yard line. The Geor- 
gia defense held OSU to -5 yards on the first three plays forcing the FG. 

The Bulldogs defense, led by linebackers Rennie Curran and Marcus 
Dowtin, held the OSU passing attack to 135 yards on the day but it wasn’t 
enough as OSU’s Robinson took the Cowboys down the field on the open- 
ing drive of the second half to go up 17-7 on a Robinson QB sneak. 

Georgia sophomore kicker Blair Walsh cut the Cowboys led to 17- 
10 on a career-long 53-yard field goal midway through the third quarter. 
However, OSU’s Robinson connected with Dez Bryant on a 12-yard pass 
in the 4th quarter to seal the game for the Cowboys. 

This was the first season-opening loss for Mark Richt,and was Georgia’s 
first opening day loss since they fell to Southern Mississippi 11-7 in 1996.

The Georgia Bulldogs defeated the Arizona State Sun Devils 20-17 in front 
of a rain-soaked Sanford Stadium crowd of 92,746 on a last second field goal 
by kicker Blair Walsh. The win raised Georgia’s record to 3-1 (2-0 SEC) and 
provided some much needed relief for fans who had stayed to watch the game 
despite torrential pre-game conditions. Offensively, Georgia was led by wide re- 
ceiver A.J. Green, who hauled in eleven receptions for 153 yards and one touch- 
down. Besides his impressive numbers in the box score, Green wowed Georgia 
fans with several spectacular catches, but perhaps his most impressive play came 
in the form of a game saving block of an Arizona State field goal attempt that 
would’ve given the Sun Devils the lead with 4:31 remaining in the game. 

The Bulldogs jumped out to an early 14-3 lead with scores on a career long 
56 yard touchdown reception by Green from quarterback Joe Cox and a two 
yard touchdown run from fullback Fred Munzenmaier. The Sun Devils took the 
lead 17-14 with 5:25 remaining in the third quarter after a Dimitri Nance touch- 
down run and a 47 yard interception return by safety Jarrell Holman, the first of 
his two interceptions of Joe Cox on the evening. Georgia evened the score with 
14:53 left in the 4th after a 21 yard Blair Walsh field goal, and would maintain 
that tie until Walsh’s game-terminating kick. 

Quarterback Joe Cox was 17 of 31 through the air for 242 yards with one 
touchdown and two interceptions in his third consecutive victory as the Georgia 
starter. Caleb King added 55 yards rushing on eleven carries to lead all Bulldog 
rushers. Linebacker Rennie Curran had his fourth consecutive game leading 
Georgia tackles with six stops, and redshirt freshman safety Baccarri Rambo 
secured the Dogs’ second interception on the year in the second quarter.

Georgia fell to visiting LSU, losing on a late 33 yard TD run by LSU’s 
Scott in front of a capacity 92,746 stunned Sanford Stadium fans. The loss 
was Georgia’s first in the SEC and dropped their record to 3-2 (2-1). 

Leading 6-0 at the start of the fourth quarter, LSU could not stop 
an 18 play, 60 yard drive by the Georgia offense that was punctuated 
by a one yard Shaun Chapas TD reception from quarterback Joe Cox. 
Leading 7-6, Georgia succumbed to a 13 play, 88 yard drive of LSU’s 
that ended with a two yard Charles Scott touchdown scamper. After a 
failed two point conversion, LSU led 12-7 with 2:53 left. Georgia then 
marched down the field in just 1:38 and regained its lead as A.J. Green 
hauled in a spectacular 16-yard touchdown pass from Cox, but was 
flagged for a controversial excessive celebration penalty that would be 
enforced on the following kickoff. Following a solid return by LSU’s 
Trindon Holliday, the Tigers took the ultimate lead 20-13 after Scott’s 
33 yard scoring rush with 46 seconds remaining. The loss overshadows 
solid play by the Georgia defense, led by linebacker Rennie Curran who 
accumulated 16 tackles, and defensive end Justin Houston, who had two 
of Georgia’s six sacks on the day. Cox finished the afternoon 18-34 with 
two touchdowns and one interception, and A.J. Green led all receiv- 
ers with 99 yards on five receptions. Freshman Washaun Ealey led the 
Bulldogs’ ground game in his first career appearance, netting 33 yards on 
eight carries.

Georgia (3-3, 2-2 SEC) suffered a 45-19 defeat vs. Tennessee (3-3, 
1-2) in front of 103,261 fans at Neyland Stadium. The game was Geor- 
gia’s worst offensive output on the season, as the Bulldog offense failed to 
reach the end zone during the contest. 

The Dogs’ special teams certainly did their part, contributing 12 points 
to Georgia’s tally of 19. Sophomore CB Brandon Boykin returned a kick- 
off 100-yards for the second time this season, tying the game at 7 with 
12:56 left in the second quarter. Kicker Blair Walsh would tie his career 
long with a 52-yard field goal later in the second quarter, and sophomore 
split end Zach Renner blocked his third career punt out of the end zone for 
a safety to tie the Georgia record late in the second quarter. 

At the half the Bulldogs were down 21-12. The Bulldogs’ only score 
in the second half was a 28-yard Bacarri Rambo interception return for 
a TD in the third quarter. Tennessee RBs Montario Hardesty and Bryce 
Brown added second half TD runs and WR Gerald Jones added a TD re- 
ception from QB Jonathan Crompton, his second of the game. Crompton 
finished the day 20 of 27 for 310 yards, with four TDs and one intercep- 
tion. Georgia QB Joe Cox finished his day 19 of 34 for 146 yards and two 
interceptions. Freshman TB Carlton Thomas led Georgia’s ground game 
with three carries for 30 yards, and sophomore receiver A.J. Green led the 
Bulldogs in receiving, as he has done every game thus far this season, with 
eight catches for 60 yards. LB Rennie Curran had eight tackles for the 
Georgia defense, while Rambo added four to go along with his defensive 
TD in the losing effort.

The Georgia Bulldogs defeated the Vanderbilt Commodores in Nash- 
ville on Saturday, October 17th, in front of 38,340 fans, many in Georgia 
red. The tilt served as Vanderbilt’s homecoming contest and stood as 
Georgia’s 14th win over the Commodores in the last 15th seasons. 
Georgia’s record improves to 4-3, with a 3-2 Southeastern Conference 
standing, as Vanderbilt drops to 2-5, including an 0-4 conference record. 

Georgia struck first with 3:27 remaining in the first quarter as sopho- 
more receiver A.J. Green took a Joe Cox screen pass 65 yards for the 
score, providing both Georgia fans and media outlets nationally with a 
highlight play that they will not soon forget. The play was Green’s career 
long, but the Commodores would soon answer with a Ryan Fowler 41- 
yard field goal to cut the deficit to 7-3. A 2-yard Caleb King scamper and 
a 42-yard Blair Walsh field goal gave the Dogs a 17-3 lead heading in 
to the half. Georgia’s second half scoring output, complete with a Blair 
Walsh 43-yard field goal, a 21-yard reception by King, and a nine yard 
touchdown run by fullback Fred Munzenmaier rendered a Vanderbilt 
touchdown pass from quarterback Larry Smith to tight end Branden 
Barden futile as the Bulldogs took an ultimate 34-10 victory. 

Georgia was led through the air by quarterback Joe Cox, who was 
16 for 31 for 226 and two touchdowns in addition to one interception. 
Five Bulldog running backs saw action in the game, led by freshman 
Washaun Ealey who had 13 carries for 71 yards, including a career long 
33-yard rush. A.J. Green led the Bulldogs in receiving with 3 catches 
for 95 yards, and junior linebacker Rennie Curran powered the Georgia 
defense with nine tackles to raise his SEC lead in the category to 72.

The Georgia Bulldogs changed their uniforms on Saturday, October 
31st in Jacksonville against the Florida Gators, but could not change their 
recent luck in the rivalry, as Georgia fell to Florida for the 17th time in 
their last 20 meetings. The 41-17 loss dropped Georgia’s record to 4-4 
(3-3 SEC) and elevated number one ranked Florida to 8-0, with a 6-0 con- 
ference mark. Georgia donned black pants and wore black helmets for the 
first time in the program’s history, but it did not provide enough of a spark 
to give the Bulldogs an upset over the country’s top ranked program. 

Florida got off to an early start and never relinquished the lead, going 
up 14-0 in the first quarter following two Riley Cooper TD receptions 
from QB Tim Tebow. Georgia answered in the second quarter with a 49- 
yard Blair Walsh FG and a 26-yard Aron White TD catch from QB Joe 
Cox, but Florida answered with a 56-yard Caleb Sturgis FG and a 23-yard 
Tebow rush to give Florida a 24-10 halftime lead. Georgia’s second half 
efforts were constantly met with a Gator rebuttal, as a Mike Moore 4-yard 
TD catch to make the game a 31-17 contest was answered with another 
FG by Sturgis, this one of 44-yards, and a 5-yard Brandon Spikes inter- 
ception return off a pick from QB Logan Gray, who entered in relief of 
Cox. Cox was 11 of 20 passing for 165 yards and two TDs, to go along 
with three interceptions. Freshman TB Washaun Ealey gained 70 yards 
on 17 carries, while adding a 20-yard reception. WR A.J. Green led the 
Bulldogs in receiving hauling in three passes for 50 yards. CB Brandon 
Boykin, safety Reshad Jones, and LB Rennie Curran all added seven tack- 
les apiece for Georgia in the losing effort.

The Bulldogs shutout win over the visiting Tennessee Tech Gold- 
en Eagles 38-0. The win propelled the Bulldogs to a 5-4 record (3-3 
SEC) while dropping Tennessee Tech to a 5-4 mark. The game was 
Georgia’s first shutout since a 34-0 victory over Alabama-Birming- 
ham at Sanford Stadium in 2006, ironically also coached by Tennes- 
see Tech head coach Watson Brown. 

The Bulldogs struck fast and furiously, jumping out to a 21-0 
lead at the end of the first quarter and a 31-0 lead at halftime. Fresh- 
man tailback Washaun Ealey got things started with a seven yard 
touchdown run, and freshman tight end Orson Charles kept things 
going for Georgia offensively, hauling in a 23-yard touchdown pass 
from quarterback Joe Cox, who started the game 10 for 10 passing. 
Freshman cornerback Branden Smith added a 52-yard touchdown run 
on a direct snap to give him his second score of the year and a 21-0 
Bulldog lead. Ealey then added another touchdown for Georgia, with 
a 44-yard scamper on the first play of the second quarter. Cox would 
find senior receiver Michael Moore for the game’s final touchdown 
with 10:36 remaining in the third quarter. 

Georgia could not have shutout the Golden Eagles without help 
from its defense, and Georgia’s defensive line led that unit with six 
sacks on the day. Freshman defensive end Montez Robinson was re- 
sponsible for two sacks, while senior defensive tackle Geno Atkins 
had three tackles for losses and a forced fumble. Sophomore line- 
backer Marcus Dowtin led the Dogs with seven total tackles. 

On the day, Cox was 10-13 passing for 140 yards and two touch- 
downs. Ealey, Smith, and sophomore Caleb King led an overwhelm- 
ing Georgia running game responsible for 304 total yards with 89, 
72, and 71 yards, respectively. Orson Charles had three catches for 
42 yards while sophomore tight end Aron White had two receptions 
for 53 yards, including a game long 27 yarder.

Georgia defeated Auburn 31-24 in front of a sold out Sanford Stadium 
crowd and a national television audience on ESPN2 Saturday, November 
14th. The win moves the Dogs’ record to 6-4 (4-3 Southeastern Confer- 
ence) while dropping the Tigers to 7-4, with a 3-4 conference mark. 

Auburn struck first with two TDs through the air. QB Chris Todd 
found receiver Kodi Burns for a five yard score and then a 31-yard TD 
strike from Todd to receiver Terrell Zachery. Early in the second quarter, 
Georgia receiver A.J. Green went down with an injured shoulder, but re- 
ceiver Israel Troupe hauled in a 50-yard Joe Cox TD pass on his very first 
play.

Joe Cox led the Bulldogs through the air with nine completions in 17 
attempts for 173 yards and a touchdown. Ealey and King added 98 and 66 
yards on the ground, respectively, and Israel Troupe had 62 yards on two 
receptions to lead the Bulldogs’ receiving corps. Linebacker Rennie Cur- 
ran led Georgia’s defense with 12 tackles on the night.

A 21-yard Blair Walsh 
FG was followed by two consecutive first half Georgia TDs, as freshman 
receiver Rantavious Wooten hauled in a 21-yard Joe Cox pass and fresh- 
man TE Orson Charles caught a 20-yard pass from Cox for a score. The 
Dogs led at halftime 20-6 following a 45-yard FG from Walsh with 1:22 
left in the half. 

The second half started fast and furiously for Kentucky, as Georgia’s 
Branden Smith fumbled on the half’s opening kickoff, paving the way for 
a 12-yard Randall Cobb touchdown run for the Cats. Cox answered with a 
long 43-yard TD heave to Wooten, but it was all Kentucky from this point 
on. A 27-13 Georgia lead with 7:03 remaining in the third quarter quickly 
dissipated, as Newton found La’Rod King for a 21-yard TD and Derrick 
Locke for a 60-yard score, followed by a 1-yard Randall Cobb TD run that 
sealed the game’s final score in Kentucky’s favor, 34-27. 

Cox led the Bulldogs in passing, going 12-30 for 291 yards, two TDs, 
with three interceptions. Freshman TB Washaun Ealey and sophomore 
TB Caleb King anchored Georgia’s running game, each registering 77 
yards on 19 and 18 carries, respectively. Receiver Tavarres King had three 
catches for 109 yards, while Charles added four receptions for 73 yards, all 
in the first half. Junior LB Rennie Curran led all players with 13 tackle.

The Georgia Bulldogs regained head-to-head state bragging rights on 
Saturday, November 28th, avenging a 2008 season loss to the Georgia 
Tech Yellow Jackets with a 30-24 win in front of 55,407 fans at Bobby 
Dodd Stadium in Atlanta. The win finalized Georgia’s regular season re- 
cord at 7-5 (4-4 SEC), while dropping Georgia Tech’s to 10-2 (7-1 ACC). 
Georgia’s victory came on the legs of its running back tandem of freshman 
Washaun Ealey and sophomore Caleb King, who each registered 183 and 
166 yards, respectively. 

Georgia got off to a fast start, rushing for 13 consecutive plays on the 
way to a Caleb King 6-yard touchdown scamper on its opening drive. 
Georgia Tech answered with a 42-yard Scott Blair field goal, but Georgia 
countered with a 22-yard field goal from kicker Blair Walsh and a 13-yard 
touchdown reception by receiver Michael Moore from quarterback Joe 
Cox to give the Dogs a 17-3 halftime lead. Demaryius Thomas opened the 
second half with a bang for Tech, scoring on a 76-yard screen pass from 
Tech quarterback Josh Nesbitt. Georgia answered the very next play, how- 
ever, as Caleb King scored on a 75-yard touchdown run to give Georgia a 
24-10 lead. Two Blair Walsh field goals were enough to hold off a 5-yard 
Jonathan Dwyer touchdown run and a 1-yard Josh Nesbitt score for Tech 
as Georgia won the ballgame 30-24. 

Joe Cox led the Bulldogs in passing on the evening, going eight for 14 
for 76 yards and one touchdown. Ealey and King’s 183 and 166 rushing 
yards made up the bulk of Georgia’s 339 yards on the ground. Rantavi- 
ous Wooten led Georgia in receiving with two catches for 25 yards, and 
linebacker Rennie Curran led the Dogs on defense, with 15 tackles, while 
safety Reshad Jones had seven tackles and an interception.

Wallace Butts and Harry Mehre, 
the Butts-Mehre Heritage Hall is the 
nerve center of UGA Athletics. The 
building houses the players’ headquar- 
ters, including the locker, weight, 
training and meeting rooms; the coaches’ 
offices and meeting space; and the 
administrative offices of the Athletic 
Association. Additionally, the building 
displays exhibits and artifacts celebrating 
Georgia’s tradition of excellence. 
The second floor includes the Larry 

Munson Trophy Room, which is named in honor of Georgia’s legendary former radio broadcaster. 

Georgia has begun a $40 million expansion and renovation of Butts-Mehre that will include a 12,000-square-foot 
strength and conditioning area, a training room of 8,500 square feet, new football coaches offices and a multipurpose 
room with a turf field that will be used for drills, walk-throughs and receptions. The project is expected to be 
completed by January 2011.

Former University of Georgia All- 
America center Dr. Tom Lyons, director 
of the Center for Women’s Care and Re- 
productive Surgery in Atlanta, was one of 
six selected nationally to receive the 1996 
award. 

Lyons was chosen to present the ac- 
ceptance response in behalf of all Silver 
Anniversary winners at the 1996 NCAA 
convention, a group which included foot- 
ball legends Joe Theisman of Notre Dame 
and Jack Youngblood of Florida and track 
great Marty Liquori of Villanova. 

Since beginning his medical practice 
full time, Lyons has become one of the 
nation’s leading physicians in the field of 
obstetrics and gynecology. 

Atwo-time All-America and All-SEC lineman (1969 and ’70), Lyons was awarded 
the prestigious NCAA Post-Graduate Scholarship and National Football Foundation 
and Hall of Fame Post-Graduate Fellowship. He was a six-year starter with the 
NFL’s Denver Broncos, attending medical school and completed his internship and 
residency at the University of Colorado during his NFL playing career. 


Fran Tarkenton, All-America quarter- 
back at Georgia and All-Pro with both the 
Minnesota Vikings and New York Giants 
of the NFL, became the Bulldogs’ first 
recipient of the prestigious NCAA Silver 
Anniversary Award in 1986. 

A native of Athens who first played in 
Sanford Stadium as part of the Athens 
YMCA’s youth games prior to Bulldog 
contests, Tarkenton was a two-time 
first-team All-Southeastern Confernce 
selection and led Georgia to the 1959 SEC 
Championship. 

4 After throwing four touchdowns in his 

first NFL game, Tarkenton enjoyed an il- 
lustrious 1 8-year pro career and was named 
the league MVP in 1975. When he retired 
from the NFL in 1978, Tarkenton was the league’s all-time leader in passing attempts 
(6,467) completions (3,686), yardage (47,003) and touchdowns (342). Vikings coach 
Bud Grant said Tarkenton was ‘‘the greatest quarterback ever to play the game.”’ 

The same year Tarkenton received the NCAA’s Silver Anniversary Award, he 
was also inducted into the NFL Hall of Fame. The following year, 1987, Tarkenton 
was enshrined into the College Football Hall of Fame as well.

Th e "G" 
In 1963 after becoming the Bulldogs’ Head Football 
Coach, Vince Dooley redesigned the football uniform 
choosing a red helmet with a black “G” on a white back- 
ground as the dominate feature of the new uniform for the 1964 season. 

He discussed with his staff that a forward-looking “G” would be an 
appropriate emblem for the helmet of the Georgia team. Dooley had just 
hired John Donaldson, former Georgia player from 1945 to 1948, as backfield 
coach. John was keen on the idea of a new image and volunteered his wife, 
Anne, who had a BFA in commercial art from UGA to design a logo for the 
new Georgia helmet with the general specifications Dooley had outlined. 
Dooley accepted Anne’s original “G” which fit his vision for a forward look 
to Georgia’s new emblem. 

Since the Georgia “G” though different in design and color was similar to 
Green Bay’s “G”, Coach Dooley thought it best to clear the use of Georgia’s 
new emblem with the NFL team. Athletic Director Joel Eaves called for 
permission which was granted. However, since its inception in 1961, the 
Green Bay “G” has been redesigned several times and now looks like Georgia’s 
original 1964 “G.” Georgia is proud that the Packers apparently liked the 
special nuances of the Bulldogs’ forward-looking “G.” 

Georgia’s oval “G”, eventually replacing Georgia’s old block “G” as the 
official UGA symbol, has stood the test of time. It made its first appearance 
in the opening game in 1964 and was an immediate hit with the Georgia fans, 
especially after Dooley’s first three teams were so successful—highlighted 
by the 1966 SEC Championship.

The Chapel Bell 


The ringing of the chapel bell after a 
Georgia victory is a tradition that contin- 
ues even though freshmen are no longer 
ordered to do the chore. In the 1890’s, the 
playing field was located only yards from 
the Chapel and first year students were 
===| compelled to ring the bell until midnight 
in celebration of a Bulldog victory. To- 
day, students, alumni, and townspeople still rush to 
the Chapel to ring the bell after a gridiron victory. 


“Glory, Glory” 


Among the University’s oldest and most lasting traditions 
is the school fight song, “‘Glory, Glory” which is sung 
to the tune of “The Battle Hymn of the Republic.” It 
was sung at games as early as the 1890’s, but arranged 
in its present form by Georgia’s immortal musician- 
composer Hugh Hodgson in 1915. There have been 
many Bulldog songs through the years and at least two 
collections dating back to 1909 have been published, but 
none have enjoyed more acceptance than “Glory, Glory.” 


“How ‘Bout Them Dogs”’’ 


This is a slogan of recent vintage, but one thathas become 
a battle cry of Bulldog fans probably because of its obvi- 
ous grammatical slur. It first surfaced during the mid to 
late 1970’s especially during the 1978 season when the 
Bulldogs posted several remarkable, come-from-behind 
victories. It gained national attention and exposure when 
Georgia won the national championship in 1980.A major 
wire-service used the phrase in its story of Georgia’s 
victory over Notre Dame and = 

many newspapers picked it up 
in glaring headlines across the 
country proclaiming ““How 
‘Bout Them Dogs!” 


Many oldtimers say Georgia acquired the nickname, "Bulldogs," because of the strong ties with Yale whose 
nickname is "Bulldogs." Georgia's first president, Abraham Baldwin, was a Yale man and the early build- 
ings on campus were designed from blueprints of the same buildings at Yale. However, the first references 
to the nickname "Bulldogs" actually came in the 1910's (1911-20) by Atlanta newspaper writers covering 
both football and baseball games. Although used occasionally during the previous decade, the nickname 
began to be consistently used around 1920. 

On Nov. 3, 1920, Morgan Blake of the Atlanta Journal wrote about school nicknames and said "The 
Georgia Bulldogs would sound good because there is a certain dignity about a bulldog, as well as feroc- 
ity." After a 0-0 tie with Virginia in Charlottesville on Nov. 6, 1920, Atlanta Constitution writer Cliff 
Wheatley used the name "Bulldogs" in his story five times. Gene Hinton also used the term "Bulldogs." 
The nickname seemed to be off and running.. 


“Silver Britches”? 
Silver Britches were an innovation of Coach Wally Butts, who took 
over as head coach in 1939. The handsome pants, complimented 
by a bright red jersey, made for a striking uniform. Through 
the years, fans referred to the Bulldogs’ ye britches in their 
chants andonbanners,butthe phrasereally [qq ; 
caught on in the early fifties with acheer, [7 
banners, and colorful vests that proclaimed | 

“Go, You Silver Britches.” Coach Vince 
Dooley re-designed the uniform when he 
came in 1964 and used white pants; how- 
ever, he re-instituted the silver britches in [ 
1980 just prior to what turned out to be 
Georgia’s national championship season.

“Between The Hedges”’ 
A reference to Sanford Stadium that dates back to the early 1930’s. 
The famous Chinese privet hedges that surround Sanford’s playing 
field were only one foot high when the stadium 
was dedicated in 1929 and were protected by 
a wooden fence.

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DR. STEADMAN V. SANFORD 

Born August 20, 1871, Dr. Steadman Vincent 

Sanford joined the Georgia faculty in 1903 and 

instantly became one of the University's most 

popular people. He founded the Henry W. 

Grady School of Journalism in 1921, served as 

University Dean from 1927-32, and held the 

post of University president and chancellor until 

1935 when he was named chancellor of the entire 

University System of Georgia. He also held the 

position of faculty chairman of athletics while 

on the UGA faculty. He was the force behind 

the construction of Sanford Stadium in 1929 and was termed many 

times as "the best friend of athletics." He was largely responsible for 

persuading the Bulldogs of Yale to make their first trip ever south of 

the Mason-Dixon line to play the dedication game of Sanford Stadium 
in 1929. He died September 15, 1945.

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GEORGIA 


Dr. Charles Herty 
(Georgia), 1892 

was Georgia’s first coach, but 
in those days he was referred 
to as the “trainer.” Commonly 
known as the father of Georgia 
football, he was amember of the 
University’s faculty working as a 
professor in the chemistry department. Herty was 
a graduate of Georgia and received his Ph.D. at 
John Hopkins University. While at the Baltimore 
school he saw a different version of the sport of 
Rugby, referred to as football. Herty returned to 
Athens in the fall of 1891 as a member of the 
faculty. He gathered some students and told them 
of the games that he had seen. Herty initiated 
the formation of a team by helping the students 
prepare a field of play or “gridiron”. The Uni- 
versity’s Glee Club contributed the princely sum 
of $50.00 to finance the removal of rocks and the 
filling of holes on the field. Goal posts were set 
up and Herty became the first coach of a Georgia 
football team. Herty later earned national fame 
as a scientist in the development of the turpentine 
and pine pulpwood industry. Georgia’s football 
field was later renamed in his honor. 


Ernest Brown (Georgia), 1893 
was a Georgia graduate student who volunteered 
to coach the Bulldogs during the 1893 season. 
Brown led the Bulldogs to a 2-2-1 season, and 
also played halfback that season. 


Robert Winston 

(Georgia), 1894 

was an Englishman and former Rugby player and 
coach who had coached Yale,Amherst, Rochester 
and Syracuse prior to arriving in Athens in the 
fall of 1894. Winston was Georgia’s first “paid 
coach” and was known to put Georgia’s players 
through some rigorous training prior to the season. 
He coached Georgia to a 10-8 win over Auburn 
and four other victories during that 

5-1-0 season. 


Glen “Pop” 
Warner (Cornell), 
1895-1896 
isaname that is synonymous 
with the game of football . 
; Warner, a Cornell graduate, 
came to Athens in September 
of 1895. He was signed to a 
1$34-a-week salary for ten 
weeks in his first season and 
received an increase to $40 for his second season. 
He coached the Bulldogs, then known as the Red 
and Black, for two seasons, and led Georgia to 
one of its three undefeated seasons — 4-0 in 1896. 
Warner later went on tocoachat the Carlisle Indian 
School, where he coached the legendary 
Jim Thorpe, and later at Pittsburgh and Stan- 
ford. 


Charles McCarthy (Brown), 
1897-1898 
a Brown University graduate, became Georgia’s 
fifth head football coach andwas almost the 
school’s last. McCarthy inherited a fine Georgia 
team from Warner, including an outstanding 
quarterback named Richard “Von” Gammon. 
Gammon was critically injured in a game against 
Virginia, and died later that day. Although many 
called for the abolishment of football, the sport 
survived after a plea to state government officials 
by Gammon’s mother. In 1898, with football safe 
from politically ambitious humanitarians, McCa- 
rthy coached the Georgia squad to victories over 
Tech and Vanderbilt, but suffered a controversial 
and disputed 18-17 loss to Auburn. 


Gordon Saussy (Cornell), 1899 

was a former Cornell player who came to Athens 
from Savannah and at the age of 26, coached 
Georgia for only a single season. During the 
1899 season his Bulldogs defeated both Geor- 
gia Tech and Clemson and played Auburn to a 
controversial 0-0 tie. The Tigers led, 11-6 with 
a minute to play when the contest was disrupted 
by an unruly mob that prevented the official 
conclusion of the game. Saussy went on to be- 
come Mayor of Savannah and Chairman of the 
State of Georgia Bicentennial Celebration (1933) 
bringing President Roosevelt to Savannah. He 
was awarded the first Lucas Trophy by the City 
of Savannah and later brought o Savannah Dr. 
Charles Herty, the father of pulp paper produc- 
tion and Georgia's first coach. Dr. Herty was 
living in Saussy's home when he passed away. 


E.E. J ones (Princeton), 1900 
succeeded Saussy at the helm of Georgia’s 
progr but didn’t fare much better. He was a 
rinceton graduate that came to Athens on the 
recommendation of university benefactor Arthur 
Poe. His team finished 2-4, lacked offensive 
output, and was outscored 159 to 28 in their six 


contests. 


Billy Reynolds (Princeton), 
1901-1902 


came to the University from the University of 
North Carolina where he had coached the previ- 
ous four years. Reynolds, a Princeton graduate 
like his predecessor, inherited a below average 
team, but in two seasons he was able to turn the 
Georgia program around. After a woeful 1-5-2 
season in 1901, his 1902 squad went 4-2-1, with 
victories over Alabama and Auburn. 


M.M. Dickinson (Georgia), 
1903, 1905 


came to the University at the turn of the century 
as a transfer from Mercer University. While at 
Georgia he played football and baseball on the 
1900, 1901 and 1902 teams. In football he was a 
halfback and baseball a catcher. He was captain 
of the 1901 baseball team. After graduation he 
coached both sports at the University in 1903, 
leading the football team to a3-4 record with wins 
over Tech and Auburn. He played professional 
baseball in the Texas League in 1904 and returned 
to Athens in 1905 to coach football and baseball. 
The 1905 team won only one game against Dahl- 
onega, 16-12, and lost five. Dickinson left Athens 
in 1905 and entered the newspaper business, where 
he worked until his death in 1950. 


Charles A. Barnard (Harvard), 
1904 


Bostonian, was none too 
popular with his players and 
became more and more un- 
popular to fans as his team 
lost five consecutive games 
after their opening 52-0 win 
over Florida. 


W.S. “Bull” Whitney (Syracuse), 
1906-1907 


was a Syracuse graduate that came to the Univer- 
sity in 1906 from North Carolina A & M where 
he had gone undefeated the previous season. 
He did not achieve the same success, however. 
During the 1906 season, the forward pass was 
legalized. Whitney tried to take advantage of 
this new play, but it was an errant pass that led 
to Georgia’s first defeat of that season. His 1906 
team went 2-4-1 and was part of the “Ringer” 
controversy in the 1907 Tech game that forced 
his vacating the coaching duties to interim coach 
Branch Bocock who coached the final three games 
of that season. Whitney was very superstitious 
and would not reveal his starting lineup until just 
before kickoff. 


Branch Bocock (Georgetown), 1908 
was a Georgetown graduate and former player 
who took the reins of the Georgia program after 
Whitney. Bocock worked in the law office of Judge 
Hamilton McWhorter, and it was McWhorter 
that allowed Bocock to leave the office in the 
afternoons to train the Georgia team. Bocock 
led Georgia to a 5-2-1 record in 1908. Perhaps 
his biggest coaching win was when his Georgia 
team upset Auburn 6-0 in 1907 when he was the 
interim coach after Whitney left Georgia after 
the Tech game. 


J . Coulter and Frank Dobson 
(Brown), 1909 


served almost as “co-coaches” of the Georgia team 
in 1909. Coulter, a Brown University graduate, 
had no previous head coaching experience and 
was unable to get the Georgia offense in gear. 
So he hired Frank Dobson, a Roanoke, Virginia, 
native who had assisted John W. Heisman at Tech. 
He inserted several trick plays into the Georgia 
offense, and they became the talk of Athens, but 
that still didn’t prevent the Red and Black from 
going 1-4-2. Dobson moved on to Clemson in 
1910, where he was Clemson’s first paid football 
coach and also the school’s baseball and first 
basketball coach. 


W.A. Cunningham 
(Vanderbilt), 1910-1919 


gave the Georgia program what it had so 
desperately needed at that juncture in its his- 
tory— continuity and a winner. 
Until Cunningham, a Vanderbilt 
graduate, arrived in Athens, the 
Georgia coaching post had been 
held by 13 coaches in 18 years. 
Cunningham was hired by Dr. 
Steadman Vincent Sanford and 
remained coach for nine years. 


He coached Georgia’s first All-American, Bob 
McWhorter, and the legendary George “Kid” 
Woodruff. He led Georgia to seven winning 
seasons, and an overall record of 43-18-9. Cun- 
ninghamentered the Army when the United States 
entered World War I, and came back to coach one 
more year, before re-entering the Army where he 


reached the rank of General. 


Herman J. Stegeman 
(Chicago), 1920-1922 


was a 1919 graduate of the University of Chicago, 
where he played under the legendary Amos Alonzo 
Stagg. He was sent to Athens by the Army to in- 
stall a physical training program 
for the University’s R.O.T.C. 
students. Stegemanalso doubled 
as an assistant under W.A. Cun- 
ningham and later assumed his 
roleas head coach of the program 
in 1920. Stegeman was the coach 
of the original “Bulldogs” of 
1920 that went 8-0-1 and won 
the Southern Conference Championship. Stege- 
man coached two more years and had a 20-6-3 
career mark at the helm of the Georgia program. 
Stegeman’s contributions to the University were 
not solely limited to coaching the football team. 
He also coached baseball, basketball, track, and 
held the positions of Athletic Director and Dean 
of Male Students. Stegeman remained at Georgia 
for 18 more years as Athletic Director and Dean 
of Male Students. Stegeman Coliseum on the 
Georgia campus is named in his honor. 


George Cecil “Kid” Woodruff 
(Georgia), 1923-1927 


a captain and star on the 1911 Georgia team, 
returned to his alma mater in 1923 as its head 
football coach. Woodruff introduced the Notre 
Dame “Box 4” shift offense to southern football. 
He had witnessed the effectiveness of the offense 
when the Fightin’ Irish destroyed Tech 35-7 in 
1923. He decided that he 
wanted to implementthe same 
system at Georgia. Woodruff 
brought three of Rockne’s 
disciples, Frank Thomas and 
Harry Mehre, and later Jim 
Crowley to tutor the Georgia 
men about the finer points of 
the most popular offense of the 
day. Woodruff, an extremely 
successful businessman from 
Columbus drew a salary of only a dollar per year, 
and Georgia got more than its money’s worth from 
him. Woodruff’s 1927 squad went 9-1 and won 
the Southern Conference Championship, and he 
went on to compile a 32-16-1 record over his five 
seasons at the helm. His most notable accom- 
plishment might be that he gave three legendary 
coaches their start in the profession: Thomas of 
Alabama, Mehre of Georgia and Ole Miss and 
Crowley of Michigan State and Fordham. The 
football practice fields behind the Butts-Mehre 
building are named for Woodruff. 
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Harry Mehre (Notre Dame), 
1928-1937 


came to the University as 
an assistant coach on the 
recommendation of Knute 
Rockne. Mehre took over 
the head coaching duties in 
1928 and led Georgia to a 
59-34-6 record in his ten 
years as coach. He was a 
master at getting his team 
prepared for the big game, and perhaps none 
bigger than Georgia’s 15-0 victory over Yale 
in the dedication game of Sanford Stadium in 
1929. Mehre was the only coach in the country 
to knock off Yale five straight times when Yale 
was at its height. These victories over Yale and 
other eastern schools brought Georgia to national 
prominence. Mehre also led the Bulldogs to a 
7-7 tie against the “Seven Blocks of Granite,” 
undefeated Fordham, and knocked them out of 
the Rose Bowl. Mehre left Georgia in 1937 to 
assume the head coaching duties at Ole Miss where 
he remained for eight seasons and compiled a 
39-26-1 record. Mehre left Ole Miss in 1945 and 
becamea soft drink wholesaler and football analyst 
for the ATLANTA JOURNAL for 22 years. The 
Butts-Mehre Heritage Hall on the University of 
Georgia campus is named for him. 


J oel Hunt (Texas A&M), 1938 
came to the University in the winter of 1938 and 
remained for only one season. He was astar player 
at Texas A&M and won that school’s award for 
being the top athlete in 1929 when he scored 19 
touchdowns for the Aggies. After serving an as- 
sistantship at LSU he came to Athens and guided 
the Bulldogs, captained by Quinton Lumpkin, to 
a 5-4-1 record in the 1938 season. Hunt never 
captured the favor of Georgia’s fans and alumni 
and left Athens after just one season. Perhaps 
Hunt’s greatest accomplishment was leaving a 
little-known line coach behind to succeed him, 
Wally Butts. Hunt went on to coach at the Uni- 
versity of Wyoming and later returned to LSU. 


Wally Butts (Mercer), 1939-1960 
came to the University as an assistant under one 
—— year head coach Joel 
Beal Hunt and remained for 
22 years at the head of 
Georgia’s program. He 
was known as the 'Little 
Round Man! to most of 
the fans, but as a bona 
fide coaching genius to 
others in the profession. 
F] He led the Bulldogs to 
previously unparalleled 
success with six bowl appearances, four SEC 
championships, 140 victories and an undefeated 
season in 1946. He was known as an advocate of 
the passing game and brought that to the forefront 
of offensive thinking in Southern collegiate play. 
He coached a Heisman winner (Frank Sinkwich, 
1942), a Maxwell award winner (Charley Trippi, 
1946), and the “Peerless Pilot” Francis Tarkenton. 
Butts resigned in 1960, but stayed on at Georgia 
as Athletic Director until his retirement in 1963. 
He later went on to a highly-successful career in 
the insurance business until his death in 1973. The 
Butts-Mehre Heritage Hall on the University of 
Georgia campus is named in his honor. 
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Johnny Griffith (Georgia), 


1961-1963 

was a former Bulldog player 
and member of the unde- 
feated 1946 team, and suc- 
ceeded the legendary Butts by 
taking the reins of the Georgia 
program on January 6, 1961. 
Griffith was known as an 
excellent recruiter in his days 
as a Georgia assistant from 
1956-1960. He was unable to 
establish a winning program in those years after 
Butts, and was a combined 1-8 against Florida, 
Auburn, and Tech. His biggest coaching victory 
was a 30-21 upset win over Auburn in 1962. 
He did coach one of Georgia’s all-time greatest 
passers, Larry Rakestraw, who is still prominent 
in the Bulldog record books. Griffith resigned 
his coaching duties in December,1963, and later 
went on to establish a successful construction 
business in Atlanta. He became a tireless 
worker in behalf of the State of Georgia Sports 
Hall of Fame and was selected for induction into 
the Hall in 1997. 


Vince Dooley (Auburn), 
1964-1988 


is the most successful coach in Georgia history. 
He guided the Bulldogs to over 200 victories in a 
quarter century at the helm of the Georgia program 
and is one of the best known and most highly 
regarded coaches in the country. He was hired 
in January 1964 by then Athletic Director Joel 
Eaves to bring life back to the Georgia program 
and succeeded beyond all expectations. His teams 
became known for their outstanding toughness, 
sound fundamentals, and finding a way to win en 
route to a career record of 201-77-10. He became 
only the ninth coach in NCAA Division I history 
to win over 200 games. 
The Bulldogs won one 
national championship 
(1980) and six SEC 
Championships under 
his direction. He took 
his teams to 20 Bowl 
games and coached a 
Heisman Trophy win- 
ner (Herschel Walker, 
1982),aMaxwellAward 
Winner (Walker, 1982), 
an Outland Award Win- 
ner (Bill Stanfill, 1968), 
40 First Team All-Americans and 10 Academic 
All-Americans. He was named NCAA National 
Coach of the Year by every major poll in 1980 and 
by Chevrolet-WTBS in 1982. Aformer president 
of the American Football Coaches Association, 
Dooley was named SEC Coach of the Year seven 
times and NCAA District Coach of the Year on 
six occasions. During his tenure, seven of his 
players earned the prestigious National Football 
Foundation post-graduate scholarship and 11 for- 
mer players received the equally-coveted NCAA 
post-graduate scholarship. Seventy-seven of his 
players earned Academic All-SEC recognition. 
He holds the unique distinction of being inducted 
into the Sports Hall of Fame in two different 
states, Georgia and Alabama. Dooley is a 1994 
inductee into the National College Football Hall 
of Fame. 
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Ray Goff (Georgia), 
1989-1995 

succeeded Vince Dooley in 1988. He was a former 
player and All-SEC quarterback under Dooley from 
1973-1976, and captain of the Southeastern Confer- 
ence Champions in 1976 when he was named SEC 
Player of the Year. After serving three years as an 
assistant coach at South Carolina, he became one of 
Dooley’s assistants at Georgia from 1981-1988. In 
seven seasons, Goff coached the Bulldogs toa46-34-1

Tn Jim Donnan’s live years as head coach, he com- 
piled a 40-19 overall record including 25-15 in SEC 
play (5-6 in °96, 10-2 in°97,9-3 in “98, 8-4 in “99, and 
8-4 in 2000), The cight wins or morc in four straight 
seasons set a school record. And for the first time in 
school history, the Bulldogs won four bowl games 
in four consecutive seasons (def. Wisconsin, 33-6, in 
*98 Outback Bow]; def. Virginia, 35-33, in *98 Peach 
Bowl, def. Purdue, 28-25, in 2000 Outback Bowl; and 
def. Virginia, 37-14, in the 2000 Oahu Bowl). 


Under his direction, Georgia also finished in the nation’s top 20 a 
school record four consecutive seasons— 10th in °97; 14th in °98, 16th in 
99, and 17th in 2000. In addition, Georgia set two home game attendance 
marks averaging 85,618 per game in 1998 and in 1999 and 2000 sold out 
every home game for an average of 86,117 in 1999 — fifth best in the 


country —and 86,520 in 2000. 


Anative of Burlington, N.C., and graduate of N.C. State, Donnan came 
to Georgia following a record-setting run at Marshall. In his six years 
with the Thundering Herd, Donnan’s teams won 64 games, one national 
championship (1992), three national runner-up finishes (1991, °93,°95),and 
earned five consecutive trips to the post-season playoffs. He was named 
national 1-AA Coach of the Year twice (1992,°95). He had previously 
been the architect of Oklahoma’s high powered offenses from 1985-89 
where the Sooners won 49 games in those five years including 27 straight 
Big Eight contests and the 1985 national championship. He was inducted 


into the College Footbal! Hall of Fame in 2009.

Vince Dooley 
The University of Georgia 
Director of Athletics, 1979-2004 


There may be no more decorated director 
of athletics in the country than Georgia’s | 
Vince Dooley who served as head football 
coach at UGA from December, 1963, to Jan. 
1, 1988, and as Director of Athletics from 
1979-2004. He was a man of great foresight 
in times of charting the future, stability in 
times of change, and vision in critical times 
that shaped the path of college athletics. 


His national stature is evident by his 

most recent honors: 2010 Bear Bryant Lifetime Achievement 
Award; 2004 James J. Corbett Memorial Award presented annually 
by the National Association of Collegiate Directors of Athletics 
(NACDA), the highest honor one can achieve in collegiate athletics 
administration; the 2004 John L. Toner Award presented annually 
by the National Footbal! Foundation and College Hall of Fame for 
superioradministrative abilities and outstanding dedication to college 
athletics; 2005 Francis J.“*Reds” Bagnell Award Contributions to the 
Game of Football by the Maxwell Club; and the 2004 Contributions 
to College Football Award presented by National College Football 
Awards Association and ESPN. He was also selected to the Georgia 
Trend Magazine Hall of Fame in 2004 and was named by the 
magazine one of the Top 100 Georgians of the Century in 2000. 


Under his watch as athletic director, Georgia teams won 20 
national championships (ten in his final six years) including an 
unprecedented four during the 1998-99 year (women’s swimming, 
gymnastics, men’s tennis, men’s golf). During Dooley’s tenure 
Georgia athletic teams won 78 SEC team championships and 
numerous individual national titles in both men’s and women’s 
sports. In the annual Directors’ Cup national all-sports competition, 
Georgia teams earned top ten finishes in five of his final seven years 
as Director of Athletics. 


He was also a standard-bearer for academic excellence. Under 
his leadership, more than 100 Georgia student-athletes were named 
first team Academic All-America, more than 50 received NCAA 
Post-Graduate Scholarships, seven were named recipients of the 
SEC’s Boyd McWhorter Scholar-Athlete of the Year award, seven 
NCAA Top Eight Award winners, three NCAA Woman of the Year 
recipients, two Walter Byers Award winners, and well over $275,000 
was awarded to the University’s general scholarship fund through 
performances by Georgia student-athletes.

Bob McWhorter, one of Georgia’s most revered 
athletes, died June 29, 1960. UGA’s McWhorter 
residence hall is named in his honor. 


#18 David Paddock, QB 
Brooklyn, N.Y. - 1914 


(Parke Davis, NY Herald) 
The University of Georgia’s 
second All-American, the New 
York native played quarterback 
and captained the 1914 UGA 
football team. He played under Coach Alex 
Cunningham and was a teammate of Georgia’s 
first All-American Bob McWhorter. Paddock, a 
member of the 1914 All-Southern team and the 
Georgia all-time team, is the only playerin school 
history to have a petition circulated by the student 
body requesting that he play for the Bulldogs.

1923 (NEA, Billy Evans) 
Joseph Bennett, Jr. made the 
first team as a freshman, was a 
four-year starter at tackle for 
the Bulldogs and captain of the 
1923 squad. Coach H. J. Stegeman’s 1920-22 
teams were outstanding and Joe Bennett’s play 
was a major reason why. During his playing 
days Georgia compiled a record of 25-9-4 and 
Bennett was selected to the All-Southern first 
team in 1922 and 1923. He is also a member of 
Georgia’s all-time team. Bennett also starred 
on the Georgia basketball team from 1922 to 
1924. After leaving the university he became 
an executive with Coca Cola in Atlanta and Los 
Angeles. Joe Bennett was inducted into the State 
of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1984. 


I.M. (Chick) Shiver, E 

Sylvester, Ga. 
1927 ( AP) 
Ivy M. Shiver captained both 
the football and baseball teams 
in 1927. Shiver was selected 
to the Associated Press All- 
America first team at end and 
was also an exceptional punter. He served as ends 
coach at Georgia from 1928-1936 while pursuing 
a pro baseball career. After retiring from baseball 
Shiver enjoyed a successful career in coaching 
at the junior college and high school levels. 
He served as president of the Georgia Athletic 
Coaches Association and was voted an Honorary 
Life Member in the Georgia Athletic Coaches 
Association in recognition of his contributions to 
the Association and to the coaching profession. 
He was inducted into the State of Georgia Sports 
Hall of Fame in 1966.

He is 
a member of the Georgia Bulldog Hall of Heroes 
and the State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame. 


Ralph (Red) Maddox, G 
Calhoun, Ga.- 1930 (INS) 
Ralph Maddox became recog- 
nized as the University of Geor- 
gia’s eighteenth All-American 
32 years after his playing days 
were over. Former Georgia 
publicist Dan Magill uncovered 
information that indicated that 
Maddox had made the International News Service 
All-American team in 1930. However, this honor 
had never been recorded. Unfortunately, Maddox 
was not able to enjoy this recognition of his ac- 
complishments. He was killed during the Normandy 

Invasion of World War II. 


#13 Vernon “Catfish” Smith, E 
Macon, Ga. 

1931 (AP, Rice, Collier) 
Vernon Smith entered the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1928 after 
a stellar career as a high school » 
athlete. He was an All-South- = 
ern end from 1929-1931 and captained the 1932 
Southern Conference Championship team. He 
also played basketball and baseball while attend- 
ing UGA. Smith later coached ends and baseball 
for the University of Georgia, the University of 
South Carolina, and the University of Mississippi. 
In 1979, Smith, a member of the Georgia all-time 
team and State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame, 
was inducted into the National College Football 
Hall of Fame. 


#26 John Bond, HB 


Toccoa, Ga.- 1935 (All- 
American Board of FB) 
While attending UGA, Bond 
participated in both football 
and track for the Bulldogs. 
Captain of the 1935 football 
team, Bond led a class that 
went 21-9 from 1933-1935. 
He was also very involved with groups and orga- 
nizations on campus. Bond served as president 
of the Campus Y.M.C.A., and the “G” Club, and 
held memberships in prestigious organizations 


like Sphinx, Gridiron, and Scabbard and Blade. 
In the 1935 Pandora, Bond was voted the most 
popular young man on campus. After graduation, 

e attended the State Medical College at Augusta 
and later served as surgeon in World War II. Bond 
was inducted in to the State of 
Georgia Sports Hall of Fame 
in 1992. 


#25 Bill Hartman, FB 
Thomaston, Ga. 

1937 (All-American Board 
of Football) 
Inducted into the National 
College Football Hall of Fame in 1984, Hart- 
man earned All-America honors at UGA in 1937 
before playing two seasons with the Washington 
Redskins. In 1938, while filling in for Redskins 
tailback Sammy Baugh, he completed 13 con- 
secutive passes against Brooklyn. He returned to 
Georgia in 1939 under head coach Wally Butts as 
backfield coach and served in that capacity until 
1956. Hartman also served as volunteer kicking 
coach for the Bulldogs from 1970 to 1994. He 
was inducted in to the State of Georgia Sports 
Hall of Fame in 1981 and the UGA Circle of 

Honor in 1999. 


#21 Frank Sinkwich, HB

Pittston, Pa. 
1946 (AP, UP, INS, NEA, Colliers, Life, 
Look, Post, Walter Camp) 

Still regarded by many as the greatest all-around 
athlete ever to play at Georiga, he was named the 
game’s outstanding player after rushing for 130 
yards in the 1943 Rose Bowl 
victory over UCLA. After the 
war, he returned to college and 
in 1946 led the ‘Dogs to an 11-0 
record, SEC championship, and 
victory over North Carolina in 
the Sugar Bowl. As a senior he 
led the SEC in scoring with 84 
points and finished with 1,366 
yards total offense. He won the Maxwell Award 
as the country’s most valuable player and was 
runnerup for the Heisman Trophy. Following 
his collegiate career, he led the NFL’s Chicago 
Cardinals to the world championship as a rookie. 
He has been inducted into the College Football 
Hall of Fame, Pro Football Hall of Fame, Rose 
Bowl Hall of Fame, and State of Georgia Sports 
Hall of Fame. He is one of only four Georgia 
players to have his jersey retired. 


#28 Herb St. John, G 
Jacksonville, Fla., 1946 
(NCAA Guide) 

Herb St. John was a four-time 
AI-SEC selection for the 
Bulldogs from 1944 to 1947. 
After his senior season, St. 
John was named to play in 


the 1944 and 1946 Blue-Gray All-Star game. 
He went on to play two years of professional 
football. In 1948 he began his pro career with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers and played for the Chicago 
Hornets in 1949. 


#55 Dan Edwards, E 
Gatesville, Texas 
1947 (Coaches) 
Dan Edwards was captain of the 
1947 Gator Bowl team. During 
his years in Athens the Texas na- 
tive’s career was characterized 
by big plays. He is remembered 


best for the 67-yard touchdown pass he caught 
from Charley Trippi in the 1947 Gator Bowl. 
Edwards went on to play nine seasons in the NFL 
and CFL. Upon retiring Dan Edwards returned 
home to Gatesville, Texas and started a successful 
oil company. 


#18 John Rauch, QB 

Philadelphia, Pa. 

1948 (Rice, AAB) 
Johnny Rauch started 45 con- 
secutive games at QB from 
! 1945-48, including four straight 
bowl games. Rauch led Coach 
Wallace Butts’ Bulldogs to a 36- 
8-1 record during that four year span. As a senior, 
he was selected as the SEC Player of the Year. 
After his playing career, Rauch embarked on an 
ultra-successful coaching career. He became head 
coach of the Oakland Raiders in 1966 and led the 
team to the Super Bowl in 1967. In three seasons 
under Rauch’s leadership the Raiders posted a 
record of 33-8-1. He was inducted into the State 
of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1979. 


#56 Harry Babcock, E 
Ocala, Fla. 
1952 (Post, Collier) 

An All-America and All-SEC 
end for the Bulldogs, Harry 
_|Babcock led the conference in 
receptions in 1941. He had 
80 career receptions at UGA 
between 1950-52 and finished 
his career with 1,199 receiving 
yards. He was the first player 
selected in the 1953 NFL draft 
(San Francisco 49ers) and was inducted into the 
Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1992. He passed 
away in 1996. 


#12 Zeke Bratkowski, QB 
Danville, Il. 

1952 (Coaches); 1953 (Focus) 
All-America QB in 1952 and °53, 
he was the nation’s leading college 
passer in 1952 and the nation’s 
leading punter in 53. Two-time 
SEC passing champion (1,824 es 
yards in °52 and 1,461 yards in 

’53) who set numerous UGA passing records. Had 
4,836 career passing yards before 14-year NFL 
career with the Chicago Bears, Los Angeles Rams, 
and Green Bay Packers including two Packer Super 
Bowl champion teams. He was inducted into the 
State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1980. 


#50 Johnny Carson, E 
Atlanta, Ga. 
1953 
(FWAA, Paramount News) 
Johnny Carson was a four-letter 
athlete at UGA lettering in 
y} t all football, golf, basketball and 
baseball. In 1953 Carson led 
the nation in receiving with 46 receptions and 
was a first round selection in the 1954 NFL draft 
by the Washington Redskins where he played 
from 1954-59. Carson is a member the Georgia 
all-time team and was inducted into the State of 
Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in 1957. 


#60 Pat Dye, G 
Blythe, Ga. 
1959 (FWAA-Look) 

1960 (FB News) 
A two-time All-American, Pat 
Dye helped lead Georgia to 
the 1959 SEC championship 
and 1960 Orange Bowl victory 
over Missouri (14-0). He is a member of both 
the Georgia and Alabama Sports Halls of Fame. 
Dye played two seasons in the Canadian Football 
League before being hired as an assistant coach 
for the University of Alabama. Dye’s greatest 
success came as head coach at Auburn from 
1981-1992. During his tenure the Tigers won 
four Southeastern Conference titles. 


#10 Fran Tarkenton, QB

| Raised in Athens, Ga., Tarken- 
ton led Georgia to the 1959 SEC 
championship and Orange Bowl 
victory over Missouri (14-0) 
as a junior. In his 1960 senior 
season, he led the SEC in total offense (1,274 
yards) and in passing offense (1,189 yards). He 
was also named an Academic All-American. 


After graduation, Tarkenton played 18 seasons in 
the National Football League with the Minnesota 
Vikings and New York Giants and set numerous 
NFL passing records during his career. He led 
the Vikings to the Super Bow] three times: 1973, 
1974, and 1976. When he retired following the 
1978 season at age 39, Tarkenton had gained 
47,003 yards passing and threw 342 TD passes as 
a professional. He held NFL records with 3,686 
completed passes and 6,467 attempted passes. He 
has been inducted into both the College and Pro 
Football Halls of Fame.

Offensive tackle “Big Jim”

He helped lead 
Georgia to a 1964 Sun Bowl victory over Texas 
Tech before being taken in the fourth round of 
the 1964 NFL draft by the San Francisco 49ers. 
He played four seasons in the NFL retiring due 
to a spinal condition. He was inducted into the 
State of Georgia Sports Hall of 
Fame in 2001. 


#70 Ray Rissmiller, T 
Easton, Pa. 

1964 (Time, Spt. News) 
Winner of the 1964 Jenkins 
Award as Georgia’s best line- 
man, Ray Rissmiller was an 
all-star tackle for the Bulldogs. He helped lead 
Georgia to a 1964 Sun Bowl victory over Texas 
Tech before being taken in the second round of 
the 1965 NFL draft by the Philadelphia Eagles. 
He was an accomplished singer. Rissmiller re- 
leased his first single “Big Ray” on GRC Records. 
Scott Rissmiller, Ray’s son, also played tackle for 
Georgia from 1988-1992. 


#76 George Patton, DT 
Tuscumbia, Ala. 
1965 
SF (AP, FWAA-Look, FB News) 
“General” George Patton was 
captain of the 1966 SEC Cham- 
Le pionship team. A_ three-time 
All-SEC selection, Patton won the Jenkins Award 
and the J.B. Whitworth Award as the Bulldogs’ 
best lineman. He also played quarterback—a 
lifelong dream—in the 1966 Cotton Bowl vic- 
tory over Southern Methodist. Patton played one 
season in the NFL with the Atlanta Falcons. He 
was inducted into the State of Georgia Sports 
Hall of Fame in 1991.

Smith was a three-year starter at 
offensive guard for the Bulldogs 
from 1969-1971. He earned All-SEC honors as a 
sophomore and junior before becoming an All- 
American his senior season. Smith was named 
team captain in 1971 and helped the Bulldogs to 
a 10-1-0 record that season and a trip to the Gator 
Bowl, where Georgia defeated the University of 
North Carolina. Smith received the Jacobs Block- 
ing Trophy in 1971 as the best blocker in the SEC. 
Smith was drafted by the New Orleans Saints in the 
first round of the 1972 NFL draft and later joined the 

Atlanta Falcons where he played two seasons. 


#74 Craig Hertwig, OT 
Macon, Ga.- 1974 (AP) 
Hertwig, also nicknamed “Sky” 
by his fellow teammates for his 
6-8 frame, surprisingly did not 
become a starter for Georgia 
until his junior year. But after 
moving to offense in 1972, he 
made an immediate impact. 
During Hertwig’s tenure on the Georgia line, the 
Bulldogs garnered a collective record of 20-14-1 
with visits to the Peach (’73) and Tangerine (1974) 
Bowls. In 1974, after being selected to play in the 
senior bowl, Hertwig was honored with the Wil- 
liam Jenkins Award that recognizes the team’s most 
outstanding lineman and also the J.B Whitworth 
Award that goes to the lineman of the year. Hertwig 
was drafted in the third round by the NFL Detroit 

Lions in 195. 


#63 Randy Johnson, OG 
Rome, Ga. 

1975 (AP, UPI, Coaches, 
Walter Camp, Family 
Weekly, Kodak) 

A three-year letterman (1973- 

74-75), he was elected the 


team's offensive captain in 1975 after 
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helping the Bulldogs to a 9-2 regular season 
record and berth in the Cotton Bowl. All-SEC 
first team in 1974 and '75. In 1976, he was 
drafted by the Seattle Seahawks where he 
played in '76 before going to the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers in '77 and '78. 


#77 Mike "Moonpie" 
Wilson, OT 
Gainesville, Ga. 

1976 (AP, NEA) 
"Moonpie" was a three-year 
letterman (1974-75-76) who 
helped lead the 'Dogs to three 
consecutive bowl games (Tan- 
gerine, Cotton, Sugar) and the 1976 SEC Cham- 
pionship. He was drafted by the Cincinnati 
Bengals in the fourth round of the '77 NFL draft. 
He played with the Bengals from 1979-85 which 
included the 1982 Super Bowl. He finished his 
career with the Seattle Seahawks in 1986-87. He 
was inducted into the State of Georgia Sports Hall 

of Fame in 2001. 


#67 Joel Parrish, OG 
Douglas, Ga. 

1976 (UPI, FWAA, Coach- 
es, Walter Camp, FB News, 
Kodak, Playboy) 
After being drafted to play 
professional baseball for the 
Los Angeles Dodgers out of 
high school, Parrish decided to return to football 
to join the Bulldogs from 1973-1976. Known 
for his great speed at 232 pounds, Parrish was 
selected pre-season All-SEC as a senior and 
helped lead Georgia to an SEC championship and 
a berth to the Sugar Bowl. Parrish received the 
award for most outstanding lineman in the SEC 
by the Atlanta Touchdown Club in 1977. After 
graduation, Parrish played professionally for the 

Toronto Argonauts in Canada. 


#44 Ben Zambiasi, LB 
Macon, Ga. 

1976 (Family Weekly) 
Zambiasi was a standout line- 
backer for the Bulldogs and led 
the team in total tackles for three 
straight years (1975-77). In those 
three years, Zambiasi recorded 
465 tackles- 247 solo- and earned All-SEC honors 
his sophomore through senior seasons. He helped 
lead the Bulldogs to a 10-1 regular season mark and 
an SEC championship in 1976. Zambiasi was an 
Academic All-American in 1976 and received the 
1977 William Jenkins Award as Georgia’s top line- 
man. Also that year, Zambiasi was given the Wallace 
Butts Memorial Award and the Wallace Butts Family 
Scholarship given annually to the player who best 
combines athletic and academic skills. Zambiasi 
went on to play professionally for the Canadian 
Football League’s Hamilton TigerCats from 1978- 
1991. In that time, he was named runner-up CFL 
Rookie of the Year (’78), CFL Defensive MVP (79), 
and All-CFL for five straight seasons. 


# 9 Allan Leavitt, PK 

Brooksville, Fla. 

1976 (FB Digest) 
Leavitt, a place-kicker from 
1973 to 1976, is most remem- 
bered for his kick against Geor- 
gia Tech in the final regular 
season game of 1976. Tied 
10-10 with 9 seconds remaining, and needing 
a win to remain in contention for the national 
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championship, Leavitt hit a 33-yard field goal in 
drizzly, dreary weather to win the game. Leavitt 
is second in the UGA record book for most field 
goals over 50 yards in a career (6) and ranks first 
in Career PAT’s with 125. After graduation, he 
went on to play in the NFL for three years with 
the Atlanta Falcons and the New York Giants. 


#66 George Collins, OG 
Warner Robins, Ga. 
1977 (Sporting News) 

As an offensive guard for the 
Bulldogs, Collins was selected 
to theBirmingham News _pre- 
season All-SEC team in 1977 
and as the best offensive line- 
man in the SEC. Collins was a two-year starter 
and was part of Georgia’s 1976 SEC champion- 
ship team. Following his senior season, he was 
selected to play in the East-West Shrine Game in 
California and the Senior Bowl in Alabama. After 
graduation, Collins was drafted by the NFL St. 
LouisCardinals, where he played for five seasons 
before moving to Jacksonville to play for the 

Bulls in the USFL. 


#42 Bill Krug, ROV 
Washington, DC 
1977 (Playboy) 

Krug, who played a position 
known as a”rover”, lettered at | 
Georgia from 1975-1977. He 
received All-SEC honors all 
three years and helped lead his team to a 10-2 
record in 1976 and a trip to the Sugar Bowl. Dur- 
ing this season, he was named Defensive Player 
of the Week” by Sports Illustrated for his perfor- 
mance in Georgia’s 21-0 victory over Alabama. 
In 1977, Krug was a pre-season All-American 
selection by Playboy and Southeastern Football 
magazine, and was named to the Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution “Deep South Best 11” list. 


#5 Rex Robinson, PK 
Marietta, Ga. 

1979 (Playboy, 1980 (UPI, 
FWAA, Playboy, FB News, 
NEA, Walter Camp) 
After missing his first extra 
point attempt as a freshman for 
the Bulldogs, Robinson went on 
to convert his next 101 consecutive PAT’s, the 
second best ever in NCAA history. Robinson 
lettered at Georgia from 1977-1980 and was a 
member of the 1980 National Championship 
team. His 101x102 Career PAT mark 1s best in 
school history and his 15x17 field goals in 1978 
is second best in the UGA record book. Robinson 
was the leading scorer for the Bulldogs his sopho- 
more and junior years and is most remembered 
for his last second field goal against Kentucky in 
1978 to secure Georgia’s 17-16 come from behind 
victory. Robinson was drafted to play in the NFL 

for the Cincinnati Bengals in 1981. 


#19 Scott Woerner, CB 
Jonesboro, Ga. 
1980 (UPI, Kodak, Walter Camp, FB News) 
Lettering at Georgia from 1977-1980, Woerner 
set the school record for most 
punt return yards in a career, tied 
for second on all-time Georgia 
list for 13 career interceptions, 
and led the nation in 1980 in 
punt return average. He was 
the only defensive player in the 
SEC to be listed in the top ten 
in All-Purpose Yardage in 1980, 


and was selected “Defensive Player of the Week” 
by Sports Illustrated for this performance against 
Clemson. Woerner went on to play for the Atlanta 
Falcons who drafted him in the third round of the 
1981 NFL draft. He signed with the Philadelphia 
Stars (later the Baltimore Stars) of the USFL in 
1982 where he became First Team All-USFL as 
a safety. 


#34 Herschel Walker, TB 
Wrightsville, Ga. 

1980 (AP, UPI, Kodak, FWAA, Walter Camp, 
FB News, Spt. News, NEA); 1981 (AP, UPI, 
Kodak, FWAA, Walter Camp, FB News, 
Sporting News, NEA, Playboy); 1982 (AP, UPI, 
Kodak, FWAA, Walter Camp, FB News, Sport- 
ing News, , NEA, Playboy) 

Perhaps the most decorated player in Bulldog 
history, Walker led Georgia to a three-year record 
of 33-3-1, anational championship in 1980, three 
SEC titles, and three consecu- 
tive Sugar Bowl appearances. 
He won the Heisman Trophy 
in 1982 after finishing second 
as a sophomore and third as a 
freshman. He set the NCAA 
freshman rushing record in 1980 
|} with 1,616 yards. At the end 

of his college career, Walker 
held 10 NCAA rushing records, 15 SEC marks, 
and 30 Georgia records. After three seasons 
with the Bulldogs, Walker went on to a long and 
successful professional career. He played with 
the New Jersey Generals of the USFL before 
moving to the NFL to play with the Minnesota 
Vikings, Philadelphia Eagles, New York Giants, 
and the Dallas Cowboys. In 1999, Walker was 
named by CBS as the College Offensive Player of 
the Century and was named to the Walter Camp 
Football Foundation All-Century First Team. He 
was inducted into the National College Football 
Hall of Fame in 1999, and The State of Georgia 
Sports Hall of Fame in 2000. 


#14 Terry Hoage, ROV 
Huntsville, Tx. 

1982 (AP, Kodak, Walter 
Camp, Sporting News, NEA, 

UPI) ; 1983 (NEA, UPI, 
Kodak, FWAA, Walter Camp, 

FB News, Sporting News, 
Playboy) ¢ 

A two-time consensus All-Amer- 

ican, Hoage played a key role in Georgia’s four 
year record of 43-4-1 from 1980-83, including one 
national championship, three SEC championships, 
and four major bowl appearances. He finished 
fifth in the 1983 Heisman Trophy balloting- at 
that time the highest finish ever by a defensive 
back. In addition to being a two-time Academic 
All-American, Hoage was named a recipient 
of an NCAA and National Football Foundation 
Post Graduate Scholarship Awards. He went on 
to a 13-year career in the NFL highlighted by 
membership on the Washington Redskins Super 
Bowl Championship team in 1992. Hoage was 
inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame 
in Dec., 2000, and elected to the UGA Circle of 
Honor in 2001.

# 87 Jimmy Payne, DT 
Athens, Ga. 
1982 (Playboy, Walter Camp) 
A three-time All-SEC per- 
former, Payne led Georgia in 
sacks three of his four years, 
including the 1980 National 
Championship season. He combined great size 
and speed that allowed him to contribute as a 
linebacker and as a defensive tackle. Payne’s 28 


career sacks and 12 single season sacks in 1981 
still both rank second in the all-time Georgia 
record book. Payne went on to play several years 
for the Buffalo Bills of the National Football 
League. He died in 1998 after 
a long illness at the age of 38. 


#90 Freddie Gilbert, DE 

Griffin, Ga. 

1983 (UPI) 
A two-time All-SEC performer 
and four-year starter, Gilbert was 
part of Georgia’s greatest four- 
year period in school history posting an overall 
record of 43-4-1 from 1980-83). He helped lead 
the ‘Dogs to the 1980 national championship, three 
SEC championship, and four major bowl games. 
Gilbert helped solidify Georgia’s defensive line 
with the uncanny ability to put pressure on opposing 
quarterbacks. His 26 career sacks still rank fourth 
in Georgia’s all-time record book. He went on to 
play with Herschel Walker in the U.S.FL. in 1983 
before returning to the NFL’s 
Denver Broncos. 


#5 Kevin Butler, PK 
Stone Mountain, Ga. 
1983 (FB News) 

1984 (Kodak, UPI, FWAA, 
Walter Camp, FB News, 
Sporting News, NEA) 

A two-time All-American, and four time All-SEC 
member, Butler is Georgia’s all-time leading scorer 
with 353 points (122 PAT’s, 77 field goals). During 
Butler’s tenure at Georgia, he helped lead the ‘Dogs 
to a 38-8-2 record, two SEC titles, and berths in two 
Sugar Bowls, one Cotton Bowl, and one Citrus Bowl. 
Butler also holds the school record for most field goals 
in a career and longest field goal (60 yards). He set 
the NCAA record with 27 multiple field-goal games. 
Butler went on to a stellar NFL career with Chicago 
Bears (1985-1995) and the Arizona Cardinals (1996- 
1997) of the NFL including the 1985 Super Bowl 
championship Bears team. He ended his professional 
career with 1,208 points, sixth-most in the NFL his- 
tory among kickers. Butler was recently named to the 
Consensus College Football Team of the Century and 
was elected to the College Football 

Hall of Fame in 2001. 


#31 Jeff Sanchez, SAF 
Yorba Linda, Calif. 
1984 (Kodak, UPI, 
FWAA, Walter Camp) 
A two-time All-SEC member, 
Sanchez helped solidify Geor- 
gia’s secondary from 1982-1984. Sanchezcameto 
Georgia by way of Fullerton Junior College, where 
he was a two-time Junior College All-American. 
He finished second in the nation in interceptions in 
1982 with nine (behind teammate Terry Hoage). 
Sanchez also had two interceptions against three 
different opponents his junior season. He missed 
1983 with an injury but came back strong his 
senior year and led team in interceptions and was 
third in tackles. 


#64 Peter Anderson, C 
Vineland, N.J. 
1985 (AP, UPI, Kodak 
Sporting News) 
A two-year starter, Anderson 
provided a lot of versatility to 
Georgia by playing every posi- 
tion on the offensive line. Playing against Clem- 
son his senior year, Anderson recovered a fumble 
in the end zone for a touchdown, a rarity for an 
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offensive lineman. He made Georgia history 
when he became the first Vince Dooley-coached 
player to be named a permanent captain at mid- 
season (a tradition that was usually reserved for 
after the season). 


#19 John Little, SAF 
Lynn Haven, FL 7 
1985 (Football News) ; 1986 
(Walter Camp, FB News) 
Atwo-time All-American, Little 
replaced Georgia legend Terry 
Hoage at roverback. One of 
his most outstanding performances came against 
Clemson in 1985 on national television as he 
intercepted two passes in the fourth quarter to 
preserve a Bulldog victory. Besides being a two- 
time Academic AII-SEC selection, Little was one 
of a few players selected by the College Football 
Association to record a television spot that centered 
around the importance of obtaining an education. 


#79 Wilbur Strozier, OT 
LaGrange, Ga. 

1986 (Football News) 
One of Georgia’s most versatile 
players in history, he was a 
standout at defensive tackle, 
tight end, and finally, as an of- 
fensive tackle. After moving to 
offensive tackle, Strozier developed into one of 
the Bulldogs’ most consistent offensive lineman, 
starting all but one game his junior and senior 
seasons. Following his college career, Strozier 
played with the Denver Broncos and Seattle 
Seahawks of the NFL. 


# 38 Tim Worley, TB 
Lumberton, NC 
1988 (Kodak, Walter Camp, 
FWAA) 
A consensus All-American his 
junior year, Worley completed 
his three year career with 2,038 
rushing yards on 353 attempts (5.8 avg.) and 27 
touchdowns, and 22 receptions for 221 yards and 
two touchdowns. He led the SEC in rushing in 
1988, accumulating a career-high 1,216 yards on 
the ground. He was selected in the first round of 
the 1989 NFL draft by the Pittsburgh Steelers. 


#98 Troy Sadowski, TE 
Chamblee, Ga. 
1988 (Walter Camp) 
A four-year starter, Sadowski 
played an instrumental role in 
helping Georgia to a 33-13-2 
record from 1985-88 with ap- 
pearances in the Sun, Hall of 
Fame, Liberty, and Gator Bowls. 
Sadowski primarily cleared running holes for 
many of Georgia’s great backs. When called on to 
catch the ball, Sadowski responded with 42 career 
receptions for 493 yards, 11.7 average with four 
touchdowns. Sadowski was drafted by the Atlanta 
Falcons and went on to a lengthy NFL career with 
several teams 


#5 Garrison Hearst, TB 
Lincolnton, Ga. 

1992 (Kodak, AP, Walter 
Camp, FWAA, Football 
News, Sporting News, UPI) 
Aconsensus All-American, Hearst 
led the Bulldogs in rushing each 
of his three seasons. As a junior in 1992, he carried 
228 times for 1,547 yards and 19 TD’s and caught 
22 passes for 324 yards and two TD’s. His 1,910 
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all-purpose yards in ’92 was second best in SEC 
and school history. He finished third in the 1992 
Heisman Trophy balloting and won the Doak Walker 
award which goes annually to the country’s outstand- 
ing junior or senior RB. Hearst stands second on 
Georgia’s career rushing list with 3,232 total yards. 
He was the first round draft choice of the Arizona 
Cardinals in 1993. 


#73 Bernard Williams, OT 
Memphis, Tn. 

1993 (Playboy, FB News) 
A dominating offensive line- 
man who anchored Georgia’s 
line from 1991-1993. Williams 
started at left tackle for the 
Bulldogs in all but two games in 
his last three seasons after switching from defense 
following his freshman year. He paved the way for 
Georgia record-setting tailback Garrison Hearst and 
quarterback Eric Zeier. He was the first round draft 
choice of the Philadelphia Eagles in 1994. 


#10 Eric Zeier, QB 
Marietta, Ga. 
1994 (AFCA Coaches, 
Playboy) 

The most prolific QB to ever 
play at Georgia, Zeier finished 
his career with 67 school re- 
cords and 18 SEC marks. In 
four years, he set the all-time : 

SEC career passing record with 11,153 yards, 
which was later broken only by Peyton Manning. 
Zeier’s best game came against Southern Miss his 
junior season, where he threw for 544 yards on 47 
attempts, completing 30 passes and accounting 
for four touchdowns. Zeier became Georgia’s 
first quarterback in 34 years to be named to the 
American Football Coaches Association Coaches 
All-American first team. He was selected by the 
Cleveland Browns in the 1995 NFL draft and 
later played for the Baltimore Ravens, Tampa 
Bay Bucs, and Atlanta Falcons.

performed on offense (wide receiver), defense 
(cornerback), and special teams (kickoff and 
returns). Bailey played more than 1,000 plays 
during the 1998 season including more than 
100 in seven different games. On the season, he 
recorded 52 tackles, three interceptions, 744 re- 
ceiving yards, five TD’s, 261 kickoff return yards, 
and 49 punt return yards. In addition, Bailey 
won the 1998 Bronko Nagurski Award presented 
annually by the Football Writers Association of 
America to the nation’s best defensive player He 
was a first round draft choice of the Washington

Moreno played in 26 career 
games including 19 starts and rushed for 2,734 
yards on 498 career carries. He scored 30 
touchdowns rushing and two more receiving. In 
2008, he carried 250 times for 1,400 yards and 
16 TD's and was drafted by the Denver Broncos 
with the 12th pick of the first round in the 2009 
NFL draft.

Son of Georgia All-America 
placekicker Kevin Butler 
(1984), sophomore Drew 
Butler of Duluth became Georgia’s first true 
punter to be named first team All-America. 

A graduate of Peachtree Ridge High School, 
he was named winner of the Ray Guy Award 
as the nation’s most outstanding punter after 
averaging 48.1 yards per kick—more than two 
yards per punt better than any other kicker in 
the country. 


SCHOOL COLORS, STOLEN GIRL FRIENDS, 
AND YELLOW JACKET TREACHERY 


“Turf wars” involving Georgia and its 
ancient rival, Georgia Tech, beganwith the 
playing of the first football game in the series. 
And the effect of the opponent’s underhanded 
ploy in that 1893 contest resulted in the 
senior institution’s removing the color gold 
(or yellow) from its 
official school colors. 

In the December 1891 issue of The 
University’s literary magazine, the editors- 
selected members of the Demosthenian and 
Phi Kappa literary societies-had proclaimed 
those colors to be “old gold, black, and 
crimson’. This selection extended an earlier 
custom of each class’ selecting its colors and 
publishing them in the yearbook. However, 
Dr. Charles H. Herty-faculty member, “the 


father of intercollegiate athletics” at The 
University, and her first football coach-saw 
“yellow”, as he called it, not gold when he 
spied the hues on the cover of The Georgia 
University Magazine. 

The 24-year-old holder of a doctorate 
from Johns Hopkins had led initial efforts to 
stimulate and harness school spirit, organized 
the school’s first Athletic Association, and 
saw to it that yellow was eliminated from 
the colors. Speaking with student leaders, 
“We all agreed we 
didn’t want yellow around Georgia athletics”, 
reflecting extreme distaste for anything “‘yel- 
low”, or cowardly. (Early on, the “crimson” 
became good ol’ Georgia “red’’.) 


A mailed glove, however, was laid 
across the face of Georgia athletics that 
day the rivalry commenced. It was the 
“somebody-stole-my-gal” maneuver perpe- 
trated by “the Teckity Techs” of “93. Earlier 
that season, the Techs had chosen as their 
colors white and gold. And they proceed 
to deck out 200 young ladies from all-girl 
Lucy Cobb Institute in those very hues to 
cheer on Tech’s varsity at old Herty Field. 
Alas, the finishing school’s campus lay just 
about a mile and one-half from the playing 
field-in Athens! “These are our girls!”’, the 
cry arose. So, until this very day, when a 
Georgia Bulldog smells out a Georgia Tech 
"Yellow Jacket," he sees Red.

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FRANK SINKWICH 


1942 Heisman Trophy Winner 
J ersey Retired in 1943 
1940, ‘41, ‘42 (Capt.) 


In 1942, Frank Sinkwich became Georgia’s 
first Heisman Trophy winner after leading Georgia 
to an 11-1 record, SEC championship, and victory 
over UCLA in the Rose Bowl. 

It was the culmination of a great college 
career highlighted by the Heisman Trophy and All- 
America selection two consecutive years. Inhis three-year career (1940-42), 
Sinkwich rushed for 2,271 yards, passed for 2,331, and accounted for 60 
touchdowns — 30 rushing and 30 passing. 

Born in McKees Rock, Pa., Sinkwich was an outstanding high school 
star at Cheney High School in Youngstown, Ohio. In his record setting 
senior season with the Bulldogs, Sinkwich gained 795 yards rushing and 
set the SEC passing record with 1,392 years, a mark that stood for eight 
years. He set the SEC total offense record of 2,187 yards that same season. 
Sinkwich led Georgia to another SEC record — 4,725 yards of team total 
offense. Although playing with two sprained ankles, he scored Georgia’s 
only TD in 9-0 victory over UCLA in the Rose Bowl. 

In 1941, Sinkwich set an SEC rushing record with 1,103 yards which 
stood for eight years, and gained 713 yards passing for a new SEC total 
offense record of 1,816 yards. He led Georgia to a 40-26 victory over 
TCU in the Orange Bowl New Year’s Day in 1942 with a performance still 
considered by many as the best in all bowl history. Sinkwich gained 139 
years, completed 9 of 13 passes for 243 yards and three touchdowns — a 
total offensive effort of 382 yards. That season, Sinkwich played from the 
third game on with a broken jaw in a protective mask. 

Sinkwich was All-Pro with Detroit in 1943-44, but a knee injury 
received in the Air Force game in 1945 ended his playing career. He was 
inducted into the National Football Hall of Fame in 1954.

CHARLEY TRIPPI 
1946 Maxwell Award Winner 
J ersey Retired in 1947 
1942, ‘45, ‘46 


Charley Trippi is still regarded by many as the 
greatest all-around athlete ever to play for the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

Trippi began earning Hall of Fame distinction as 
a sophomore by leading the Bulldogs to a 9-0 victory over U.C.L.A. in 
the 1943 Rose Bowl game in which he was named the game’s outstanding 
player after rushing for 130 yards. 

Born Dec. 14, 1922,in Pittston, Pa., Trippi was aunanimous All-America 
selection in 1946 after leading Georgia to a perfect 11-0 record, SEC 
championship, and victory over North Carolina in the Sugar Bowl game. 
His senior season, he led the SEC in scoring with 84 points and finished 
the year with 1,366 yards total offense (744 rushing and 622 passing). He 
was runnerup for the Heisman Trophy in ’46 and won the Maxwell Award, 
given annually to the most valuable player in the country. 

He signed with the Chicago Cardinals following his collegiate career 
and in his rookie season, led them to the world championship. In the 
championship game, he scored twice on a 44-yard rush and 75-yard punt 
return. He played with the Cardinals for nine seasons. 

Following his playing career, Trippi was selected to the National College 
Football Hall of Fame, National Pro Football Hall of Fame, Rose Bowl 
Hall of Fame, and State of Georgia Sports Hall of Fame. He is one of only 
four Georgia players to have his jersey retired. 

Trippi became a regular halfback on the 1942 SEC championship team 
that finished 11-1 and earned the Rose Bowl invitation. He gained 1,239 
total yards (672 rushing on 98 carries and another 567 passing completing 
30 of 58). 

He spent 1943-45 serving in the Air Force, but following his discharge, 
he returned to Georgia to play the final six games of the 1945 season. One 
of his most memorable performances was leading the ‘Dogs to a 33-0 vic- 
tory over Georgia Tech—a game in which he set the SEC record for yards 
gained passing (323) and also total offense (384 yards on 323 passing and 61 
rushing). Against Florida that same year, he set the SEC record for rushing 
in a single game with 239 yards. In his junior season, he led Georgia to a 
20-6 victory over Tulsa in the Oil Bowl at Houston, Jan. 1, 1946. 

Trippi was also an All-America baseball player in 1946 and played 
with the Atlanta Crackers in 1947. He later served as an assistant coach at 
Georgia (1958-62) and with the St. Louis Cardinals.

He will always be known as "The Drought Breaker" for his great touch- 
down against Georgia Tech in 1957. His score was the difference in a 7-0 
Georgia victory which ended an eight-year losing streak to the Yellow 
Jackets. But that single score sometimes overshadows a great career at 
Georgia which included being named All-SEC in 1958 and his election as 
team captain. 

He was drafted by Philadelphia in 1960, and was in the lineup when the 
Eagles defeated Vince Lombardi's up-and-coming Green Bay Packers in 
the NFL championship game. He was traded to Pittsburgh in 1963 and 
responded by rushing for over 500 yards and helping the Steelers to the 
eastern division title.

Fans everywhere remember freshman sensation Herschel Walker leading the 1980 Georgia Bulldogs to a perfect 12-0 record and the 
undisputed national championship. However, most don’t realize that over the more than 100-year history of Georgia football, five Bulldog 
teams have actually been declared national champions at season’s end by at least one of the national polls recognized by the National 
College Football Hall of Fame and included in the official NCAA Football Record Book.

Two of those, 1980 and 1942, were consensus selections being chosen by at least half of the recognized polls. 


Three other Georgia 


teams — 1927, 1946, and 1968, were recognized by polls such as the Williamson, based on a power ratings system, and the Litkenhous, a 


difference-by-score formula. 


The Consensus National Champions 


1980 - vince Dooley’s 1980 national championship team was the most 
compelling after recording a perfect 12-0 mark including a 17-10 vic- 
tory over Notre Dame in the Sugar Bowl. Freshman sensation Herschel 
Walker helped move the Bulldogs up the poll ladder after being virtually 
unranked prior to the season. 

Georgia had moved up to number two after defeating South Carolina, 
13-10, in a battle of top 10 teams in the season’s eighth game. The fol- 
lowing week, it appeared Georgia’s run was over when Florida led the 
‘Dogs, 21-20, with a minute and a half to play and UGA set for a final 
possession on its own seven yard line. But quarterback Buck Belue, on 
third down and 10, hit receiver Lindsay Scott on a 93-yard TD pass with 
1:04 to play to lift the ‘Dogs to a 26-21 victory. The next day, Georgia 
was elevated to number one in the polls. 

After victories over Auburn and Georgia Tech in the final two regular 
season games, Georgia met perhaps the most storied school in college 
football history —Notre Dame—in the Sugar Bowl. Led by freshman 
sensation Herschel Walker’s two touchdowns, Georgia defeated the Irish, 
17-10, to lay claim to its undisputed national crown. Virtually every major 
poll declared the Bulldogs No. 1 following a season in which Georgia 
was the only undefeated, untied Division 1-A team in the country. 


ry he other three.... 


- Georgia’s famous “dream and wonder team” of Coach George 
Be Woodruff won its first nine games, including the Bulldogs’ first win 
ever over Yale, acollege football power of the 1920’s, in New Haven,Conn. 
It ranked No. 1 in the nation with one regular season game remaining. 
However, Georgia Tech spoiled the perfect season by upsetting the ‘Dogs 
in the rain, 12-0, in Atlanta. But the ’27 ‘Dogs were still voted number one 
in two final recognized polls — Boand and Poling. This team marked the 
culmination of five year’s work by Woodruff who had brought in several 
Knute Rockne proteges to install the Notre Dame box formation: line 
coach Harry Mehre; Jim Crowley, one of the four horsemen; and Frank 
Thomas. All later became great head coaches (Mehre at Georgia and Ole 
Miss, Crowley at Fordham, and Thomas at Alabama). 


1946 - The 1942 juggernaut was dismantled by the events of World 
War II. But Charley Trippi and several of his Rose Bowl teammates re- 
turned to school in 1946 and led Georgia to a perfect 10-0 regular season 
and 20-10 victory over North Carolina in the Sugar Bowl. But despite 
Georgia’s perfect record, Notre Dame was declared national champion by 
the majority of the polls; however, the Bulldogs were voted No. | in the 
final Williamson poll. 


1968 - In 1968, another of Vince Dooley’s teams went through the 
regular season undefeated, but tied twice, finishing 8-0-2 and earning an 
invitation to the Sugar Bowl. Despite suffering a 16-2 loss in the bowl 
game to Arkansas, Georgia was still voted No. 1 in the Litkenhous poll. 


Some that came close.... 

Several other Georgia teams have flirted with a national title. Following 
the 1980 national championship season, Georgia had a magnificent run 
that produced three straight teams that had a shot at winning the national 
title— 1981, ’82, and ’83. Two of Mark Richt's teams also came close. 


1981 - Despite an early season loss to Clemson, 13-3, in which the 
‘Dogs had nine turnovers, Georgia fought its way back to a No. 2 national 
ranking by winning the final eight regular season games. But a loss to 
Pitt in the Sugar Bowl in the final 20 seconds extinguished any chance at 
a second consecutive national title. 


1942 -In 1942, James Wallace Butts of Milledgeville, Ga., molded what 
was regarded as the Bulldogs’ most powerful team in the first fifty years 
of Georgia football. Georgia was led by All-Americans Frank Sinkwich, 
who would win the Heisman Trophy following the season, and end George 
Poschner along with a young back named Charley Trippi who would years 
later be called perhaps the greatest all-around athlete ever to play for the 
Bulldogs. 

Georgia knocked off nine consecutive opponents and ranked No. 1 in 
the nation. But Auburn ambushed the ‘Dogs in Columbus, 27-13. Georgia, 
however, came back to wina Rose Bowl bid by blanking previously unbeaten 
Georgia Tech in Athens, 34-0, in the regular season finale. Georgia then 
edged U.C.L.A., 9-0, in the Rose Bowl to finish the season 11-1. In the 
final polls, Georgia was declared national champion in six polls recognized 
by the NCAA—DeVold, Houlgate, Litkenhous, Williamson, Poling, and 
Berryman. 


1982 - Lea by Heisman Trophy winner Herschel Walker, Georgia marched 
through the 11-game regular season undefeated and untied and was ranked 
No. | heading into the bowl games. But second-ranked Penn State upended 
the Bulldogs, 27-23, in the Sugar Bow] to claim the national crown. 


1983 - One of Georgia’s favorite teams, the defensive-minded Bulldogs 
headed into the bow] games with a9-1-1 record but faced undefeated, untied, 
and second-ranked Texas in the Cotton Bowl classic at Dallas. Despite 
being heavy underdogs, Georgia’s defense stymied the Longhorns and the 
opportunistic offense scored a touchdown with 3:22 to play to give the 
‘Dogs a 10-9 upset. The nation’s top-ranked team also lost that day but 
the final polls ranked Georgia fourth. 


2002 - Head coach Mark Richt's second team won more games than 
any team in UGA history--13--and won Georgia's first SEC championship 
in 20 years. Only a 7-point loss to Florida in Jacksonville kept the Dogs 
out of a shot at the national championship game. The 13-1 Bulldogs, after 
defeating FSU in the Nokia Sugar Bowl, still finished the season ranked 
No. 3 in all major polls. 


2007 - Although not selected for the national championship game, the 
"Dawgs finished 11-2 with a No. 2 final national ranking. 


And some others that had a shot... 

1976 - The SEC champion ‘Dogs finished 10-1 in the regular season and 
went into the bowl games ranked fourth but had a shot by playing No. | Pitt 
in the Sugar Bowl. But the Panthers, led by Heisman Trophy winner Tony 
Dorsett, defeated Georgia, 27-3, to claim the national crown. 


1971 - Sophomore quarterback Andy Johnson led Georgia to nine straight 
victories before undefeated Auburn ended the ‘Dogs hopes of a national title 
with a 35-20 victory in Athens. Despite the loss, Georgia still finished 11-1 
by beating Georgia Tech in the final regular season game and defeating North 
Carolina in the Gator Bowl. 


1966 - Georgia soundly defeated SMU in the Cotton Bowl but could 


not overcome a single regular season defeat to Miami by a single point as 
the ‘Dogs finished the season 10-1 and ranked No. 4.

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Although the University of Georgia is now known as the home 
of Uga, the pure white English bulldog, several mascots led the 
Red and Black before Frank W. Seiler provided the current lineage 
beginning in 1956. 


The Goat, Feb. 22, 1892 

Georgia’s mascot for its first football game against Auburn, February 
22, 1892 in Atlanta, Ga., was a goat. Old newspaper clippings indicate 
that the goat wore a black coat with red U.G. letters on each side. He also 
had on a hat with ribbons all down 
his high horns, and the Auburn fans 
yelled throughout the game “shoot 
the billy-goat.” 


Trilby, 1894 

In 1894, Georgia’s mascot was 
a solid white female bull terrier 
owned by a student, Charles H. 
Black, Sr., of Atlanta. Trilby, named 
after a novel by George Du Maurier, 
served as the campus pet and mascot for the Chi Phi fraternity. 

Disputing stories speculate the origin of the Bulldog nickname, and 

the story of Trilby provides yet another opinion: “...every day Trilby 
took herself down to old Herty field with her master for football prac- 
tice. She ran signals with the best of them and became an accustomed 
figure on the athletic field...One morning, Trilby failed to appear for her 
breakfast and after a frantic search she was fi-

Butch, 1947-50 


Butch was a brindled English bulldog owned by Mabry Smith of War- 
ner Robins, Ga. He was spotted by students who were attending the 
1946 Georgia-Georgia Tech game in Athens, and the canine appeared 
to be suited for the mascot position. Smith agreed to loan Butch to 
the University during the football season along with a female puppy 
named Tuffy. The female died of a heart attack following the Georgia- 
Kentucky game in 1948, but Butch continued to serve. Spending the 
off-season at Smith’s home in Warner Robins, Butch was tragically shot 
in the summer of 1951 by a policeman after the dog escaped from his 
pen and was found roaming the ff 
streets. Butch is buried behind 
Smith’s business along Watson | 
Boulevard. 

In 2004 plans for a marker 
honoring Butch in his home- 
town were put into motion by 
longtime Warner Robins resident 
Guy Fussell. 


Mike, 1951-55 

Butch was succeeded by Mike, 
another brindled English bull- 
dog, owned by C. L. Fain. Mike 
lived in the field house on cam- 
pus and died of natural canine causes in 1955. As his master’s thesis, 
Gene Owens of Fort Worth, Texas, cast the

nally discovered proudly washing the faces of 
her newborn family, 13 white puppies...Late 
one dusky fall afternoon, Trilby appeared for 
a grid workout and scampering after her came 
her 13 children, darting through players’ legs, 
barking and pace. ‘Well,’ suggested one of 
the players, “Trilby has brought us a name, 
Bulldogs.’ ...Every time a game was played 
on Herty Field, the boys would floss Trilby 
and her 13 offerings up with red and black 
ribbons, and so attired they have gone down 
in history as perhaps the first “sponsors’ in 
southern football.” —Ruth Stanton Cogill (Atlanta newspaper) 
“After the rein of Trilby and her family, chaos developed in the mascot 
department at the university. Many games had several, depending on 
which alumnus got his dog to the game first.” —AJC, Nov. 18, 1962 


Sanford Stadium Graves 
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Mr. Angel, 1944-46 

Mr. Angel, a brindle and white colored 
English Bulldog owned by Eastman,Ga., 
physician, Warren Coleman, filled a void 
during some of the war years. 

There was no mascot roaming the sidelines 
and Coleman took Mr. Angel to games and 
stood with him on the sidelines. His picture 
on the field with the Georgia cheerleaders 
appears in the 1945 and °46 UGA annual, 
the Pandora.

Uga Takes the Field 

In the last 100 years of intercollegiate 
football, Georgia’s Uga has established 
himself as the nation’s most well-known 
mascot. The line of pure white English bull- 
dogs, which epitomizes everything Georgia, 
has been owned by the Frank W. “Sonny” 
Seiler family of Savannah, Ga., since Uga 
I first graced the campus in 1956. 

Through the years, Uga has been defined by his spiked collar, a 
symbol of the position which he holds. He was given his name, an 
abbreviation for the university, by William Young of Columbus, a law 
school classmate of Seiler. Each of the Uga mascots is awarded a 
varsity letter in the form of a plaque, identical to those presented to all 
Bulldog athletes who letter in their respective sports. 

As determined and published by the Pittsburgh Press, the Univer- 
sity of Georgia is the only major college that actually buries its mascots 
within the confines of the stadium. Ugas I, II, II, IV, V, VI and VII are 
buried in marble vaults near the main gate in the embankment of the 
South stands. Epitaphs to the dogs are inscribed in bronze, and before 
each home game, flowers are placed on their graves. The memorial 
plot attracts hundreds of fans and visitors each year. 

For the past 30 years, Uga’s jerseys have been custom-made at the 
beginning of each season from the same material used for the players’ 
jerseys. Old jerseys are destroyed. 

Uga’s on-field home is a permanent air conditioned doghouse lo- 
cated next to the cheerleader’s platform, providing comfort in the heat 
of August and September. 
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Uga I, 1956-66 

**“Hood’s Ole Dan/’’ 

Record: 53-48-6 

The current Uga line of solid white 
English bulldogs began with Uga I, 
Hood’s Ole Dan, born Dec. 2, 1955, 
in Columbus. Uga I was given to 
Cecelia Seiler by a friend, Frank 
Heard of Columbus and appeared 
in his first game in the 1956 home | | | a 
opener. As recalled by Sonny Seiler, Uga I with Hannah Jones 
“his original red jerseys were made 
by Cecelia. It was necessary to take up children’s t-shirts to fit the dog in 
the right places. There is no telling how many of these jerseies he wore 
out. During the early games in Athens, especially the hot ones before he 
had a dog house, the large green hedges that surround Sanford Stadium 
afforded welcome shade in the heat of battle. Unfortunately, the hedges 
constantly tore these jerseys and new ones had to be made.”

Uga I was succeeded by his son, 
Ole Dan’s Uga at an impressive 
pregame ceremony at Home- 
coming, 1966. With the Georgia 
Redcoat Band lining the field, Uga 
II was led to the center of the field 
by Charles Seiler, son of Sonny 
and Cecelia. The student body 
erupted in a cheer that was picked up by the entire stadium, ‘“‘Damn 
Good Dog!” 

Uga II had an impressive reign as he watched Georgia participate

Born Oct. 9, 1972, Seiler’s Uga III 
was present for Georgia football’s 
finest moment as Herschel Walker 
took the Bulldogs to the 1980 na- 
tional championship. He led Geor- 
gia to six bowl games in nine years 
and closed out his career in ultimate 
fashion winning the 1980 NCAA 
championship. Uga III retired on 
the 100th football game of his career, marking the season-opener of 
the 1981 season. He died just weeks later.

Uga IV, 1981-89 

*‘Seiler’s Uga Four’’

Uga IV was perhaps the most active of all the Georgia mascots, stand- 
ing as the only one to attend a bowl game every year of his service 
(1981-89). He took over for Uga III in the 1981 season opener and 
over the next nine seasons, led Georgia to a record of 77-27-4. The 
highlight of his career was his personal appearance at the Heisman Tro- 
phy Banquet with Herschel Walker in New York on December 9, 1982. 
Uga IV was escorted through the banquet hall by the president of the 
Downtown Athletic Club, and was 
earlier photographed with Herschel 
by news photographers from across 
the country. The proud Bulldog 
donned his game jersey for the out- 
ing but added the formal touch of a 
\ collar and black tie. Uga IV was the 
first mascot invited to the Heisman 
Banquet. 

Declared ‘‘Dog of the Decade”’ by 
Vince Dooley in 1991, Uga IV was 
posthumously awarded the highest 
@ honor available to University of 
Georgia mascots — the Georgia 
varsity letter.

Otto, 1986 

**The Substitute”’ 

Record: 3-1 

Although Otto was not pure white like his father, he was called upon to fill 
in for his younger brother, Uga IV, who injured ligaments in his left hind knee 
when jumping off a hotel bed before the Vanderbilt contest. In four games dur- 
ing the 1986 season, Otto led the team to a 3-1 record and also co-mascotted, 
along with Uga IV, a victory over instate rival Georgia Tech. After win- 
ning his first two games, fans cheered, 

“2-and-0 with Otto!” Dooley, serving 
as head coach during Otto’s brief tenure, 
favored the substitute the most. “I have 
always had a great affection for those 
who came off the bench and performed, 
and he did that and had a great time,” 
Dooley said. Otto is buried in the Seiler’s 
backyard. 


Uga V, 1990-99 
“UGA IV’s Magillicuddy IT’ 
Record: 65-39-1 
In the first game of 1990, Uga V officially 

began his reign as the Georgia mascot taking 

over from his father Uga IV, who passed away 
at his home in Savannah on Feb. 26, 1990. Uga 

V was the last pup sired by Uga IV and was born 

on March 6, 1990. 

Named in honor of one of the greatest Bulldogs, 
Dan Magill, former Assistant Athletic Director 
for Public Relations and longtime tennis coach 
and sports information director. Surprisingly, the 
Seiler family became aware that UgaIV’s mate was 
expecting only 10 days before the litter was due. 
This notice came a week after Uga IV had passed away at his home in Savannah 
from kidney failure. There were only three pups in the litter and the last one born 
on March 6 was the only solid white male. 

Uga V had been perhaps the most well known of all the Bulldog mascots highlighted 
by his appearance on the cover of the April 28, 1997, Sports Illustrated which de- 
clared him the nation’s best college mascot. Rocketed to stardom, he also appeared 
in Clint Eastwood’s “Midnight In The Garden Of Good And Evil” — filmed in his 
hometown of Savannah, Ga. Uga V also presided over Georgia’s most successful 
collective sporting effort in department history as the Bulldogs claimed four NCAA 
team titles during the 1998-99 season — women’s swimming and diving, women’s 
gymnastics, men’s tennis and men’s golf — and placed second in the Directors’ Cup 
race. He died on Nov. 22, 1999, just over two months after his retirement.

Uga VI, 1999-2008 

*‘Uga V’s Whatchagot Loran’’ 

Record: 87-27 

In 2007, Uga VI became the winningest mascotin school history and owned a record 
of 87-27. The fall of 2008 would have been his 10th season after Uga VI reigned 
over more games than any other mascot with 114. He died on June 27, 2008. In his 
last game, the Bulldogs defeated Hawai’i 41-10 in the Allstate Sugar Bowl in New 
Orleans on Jan. 1, 2008. Georgia finished the season ranked second in the AP poll. 

The pregame passing of the bone ceremony from Uga V to his heftier and friskier 
son, Whatchagot Loran, took place at the 1999 Georgia-South Carolina contest. Only 
a year old at his coronation, Uga VI stands as the biggest of all the Uga mascots 
weighing in at 65 pounds — 20 pounds heavier than his father. 

His first season climaxed in a magnificent come from behind victory over Purdue 
at the Outback Bowl in Tampa. The comeback from a 25-point deficit marked an 
unprecedented feat in Georgia annals and the largest comeback in collegiate bowl 
history. 
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The 2000 season ended in Hawaii, but 
B due to the distance anda quarantine rule, 
Uga VI missed the O’ahu Bowl, marking 
the first time the Georgia mascot had 
missed the postseason game since the 
1969 Sun Bowl. 

Alongside first-year head coach Mark 
Richt, Uga VI saw his third consecutive 
8-4 season, which included a 26-24 win 
atthen-No.6 Tennessee for the Bulldogs’ 

first win in Knoxville since 1980. The 
streak of consecutive bowl victories ended 
at three for the beloved mascot as Georgia fell to Boston College 20-16 in the 
Music City Bowl in Nashville. 

Uga VI and Georgia experienced their best season in two decades as the 2002 
Bulldogs won a record 13 games (to only one loss), and topped Arkansas to win 
the program’s first league title since 1982. And Uga VI roamed the sidelines as the 
Bulldogs defeated Florida State in the 2003 Nokia Sugar Bowl, 26-13. 

The wins kept piling up for Uga VI and the Bulldogs in 2003, as the team posted 
an 11-3 record, returned to the SEC Championship game before falling to eventual 
national champion LSU. Uga VI worked on his tan in sunny Florida as Georgia held 
on for a 34-27 overtime victory against Purdue in the Capital One Bowl in Orlando. 
The 2004 season saw the Bulldogs post a 10-2 record, and Uga VI returned to 
Tampa for the second time in his young career, as Georgia earned a 24-21 win 
against Wisconsin in the Outback Bowl. Year 2005 ended with a record of 10-3 
and a loss in the Nokia Sugar Bowl 38-35 against West Virginia on January 2, 
2006. The game was played in Atlanta, Ga. due to destruction in New Orleans 
from Hurricane Katrina. 

The 2006 season marked the 50th anniversary of the Uga legacy of mascots at 
UGA. Georgia returned to Atlanta, Ga. to defeat Virginia Tech in the Chick-fil-A 
Bowl on December 30, 2006 to end the season with a 9-4 record. 

In 2007, Uga VI passed Uga IV (77-24-4) for the most wins of any bulldog in 
school history.

Uga VII, 2008-2009 

*‘Loran’s Best’’ 

Record: 16-7 

“Loran’s Best” officially became “Uga VII,” 

when he was introduced for the first time to 

the Sanford Stadium crowd prior to kickoff 
f the Georgia vs. Georgia Southern game 
ugust 30,2008. He was escorted onto the 
eld by members of the Frank W. “Sonny” 
eiler family of Savannah who have owned the 

continuous line of mascots since Uga I took up 

the mantle in 1956. 

Uga VII passed away unexpectedly on 
Nov. 19 of heart-related causes. It was the 
Thursday before the final home game of the 2009 season and the Bulldogs did not 
have alive mascot at the game. Instead, a wreath was placed on Uga VII’s doghouse, 
and the players wore a special Uga VII decal on their helmets to remember him. 


Russ, 2009 

Record: 2-0 

“Russ,” the five-year-old half brother of Uga 
VII, served as the Bulldog mascot for the Georgia 
Tech game in Atlanta and helped his squad to a 
30-24 win. He also served in the 2009 Advocare 
100 Independence Bow] in Shreveport, La. where 
Georgia defeated Texas A&M 44-20. He was the 
first substitute mascot since “Otto” in 1986. Russ 
will serve as the substitute mascot until a replace- 
ment is selected. 
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Southeastern Conference 


A pioneer in the integration of higher education and athletic competition, the 
Southeastern Conference stands ready to advance intercollegiate athletics into 
the 21st century after celebrating its 76th anniversary in the 2008-09 year. 

Since its formation in 1933, the SEC achieved both stature and stability 
by designating governing/voting power to the presidents of the member in- 
stitutions. They have determined the policies of the conference and through 
the years this involvement has been the principal source of strength in the 
evolution of the SEC. Throughout its 73-year history, the SEC has provided 
leadership on the vital issues facing intercollegiate competition. In 1993, the 
member institutions adopted The Principles of Gender Equity. Committed to 
increasing the quantity and quality of women’s athletic opportunities, each 
school will provide at least two more women’s intercollegiate programs than 
the number of men’s. 

Faced with the task of conference realignment after competing with 10 
members since 1966, the SEC welcomed the University of Arkansas on Aug. 
1, 1990, and the University of South Carolina on Sept. 25, 1990. 

Joining charter members Alabama, Auburn, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, 
LSU, Mississippi, Mississippi State, Tennessee and Vanderbilt, on July 
1, 1991, Arkansas and South Carolina became the first schools added in 
conference history. 

Fully incorporated into conference competition by 1992, Arkansas and 
South Carolina participated in SEC championships for all sports except foot- 
ball during the 1991-92 academic year. The SEC was again at the forefront, 
introducing football, basketball and baseball divisional play and the nation’s 
first ever Division I football championship game. 

SEC schools began athletic competition with one another almost 100 
years ago as members of the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Association. 
Seven institutions (Alabama, Auburn, Georgia, Georgia Tech, North Caro- 
lina, Sewanee and Vanderbilt) attended the SIAA organizational meeting of 
faculty representatives, called by Dr. William L. Dudley of Vanderbilt, in 
Atlanta Dec. 22, 1894. 

The first football game in the Southeast was played April 9, 1880, on the 
ground now called Old Stoll Field at the University of Kentucky. Kentucky 
A & M (now UK) organized a team and in November 1881, played Tran- 
sylvania College in a three-game series. By 1895, 11 current SEC members 
were playing football. 

In the 1979-80 academic year SEC championships for women were 
recognized in basketball, tennis and volleyball. The following year golf, 
gymnastics, swimming and track and field were added. Softball became 
a recognized women’s sport in the SEC in 1997. The administration of 
women’s athletics officially came under the auspices of the conference of- 
fice on Sept. 1, 1984. The SEC currently regulates nine men’s sports and 
11 women’s sports: Men - baseball, basketball, cross country, (indoor and 
outdoor), football, golf, swimming, tennis and track . Women - basketball, 
cross country (indoor and outdoor), golf, gymnastics, soccer, softball, swim- 
ming, tennis, track and volleyball. 


Redcoat Band 


The University of Georgia Redcoat Band is considered by many to be 
the "heart" of the Bulldog nation. The 400-member marching band of the 
Hugh Hodgson School of Music was the first SEC school to receive the 
prestigious Sudler Trophy for musical and visual excellence in 2000. Dr. 
Michael C. Robinson is the Director of Athletic Bands and the Director of 
the 106th edition of the Redcoat Band. Dr. John Lynch is the Director of 
Bands, Dr. Gregg Gausline is the Associate Director of Bands, and Dr. Nikk 
Pilato and Brett Bawcum are Assistant Directors of the Redcoat Band. 

An extensive staff is vital to the operation of the Redcoat Band. UGA 
alumnus Tom Wallace prepares the band's musical arrangements while 
alumnus John Cypert oversees the scoring and instruction for the UGA 
Drumline. The auxiliary units of the band (Georgettes, Majorettes, Fla- 
gline, and Feature Twirler) are under the leadership of Coordinators Ashley 
Clark, Nechelle Thornton and Lucie Ausburn, all three alumna of UGA. 
Huy Harwell, RCB Office Administrator, oversees all office and finance 
matters. The Properties Crew Chief, Allie Chambers is responsible for the 
band's logistical concerns. Kappa Kappa Psi, a band service fraternity, un- 
dertakes many projects serving the entire band program. Graduate teaching 
assistants and other staff include Josh Byrd, Katie Byrd, James Henderson, 
Jose Riojas, Chuck Arnold, Jay Sconyers, and Josh Luke. 

The talented students of the Redcoat Band are the key to the organization's 
success. Being a Redcoat requires an academic background of significant 
accomplishment, and a great deal of talent and preparation in one's area of 
performance specialty. Redcoats commit themselves to 6-8 hours of rehearsal 
per week, while maintaining some of the highest grade-point averages at UGA. 
Though some 30% of its members are music majors, many are pursuing 
degrees from many of the academic disciplines at the University of Georgia. 
The uniquely diverse student population that makes up the Redcoat Band 
contributes to an organization of which Georgia supporters can be justifiably 
proud. Its colorful presence, limitless school spirit, and exciting music and

Now in his 13th year as President of 
the University of Georgia, Dr. Michael F. 
Adams is one of America’s longest serving 
and best known university presidents. A 
widely respected figure in higher education, 
he has been elected by his peers to lead a 
number of national organizations including 
the National Association of Independent 
Colleges and Universities, the Association 
of Public and Land-Grant Universities, the 
American Council on Education and the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association’s 
Executive Committee. 

He holds a Ph.D. from The Ohio State 
University and has been awarded five honor- 
ary degrees. In addition, he is a specialist 
in political education and higher education 
administration and has written in both areas. 
Dr. Adams has held senior positions in state 


and national government -—as Chief of Staff 
to former Senator Howard Baker and as an 
advisor to former Tennessee Governor and 
current Senator Lamar Alexander. He has 
been involved in the management of state 
and national campaigns, and is frequently 
consulted by leaders of both political par- 
ties. 

Either personally or on behalf of the Uni- 
versity he has received more than 50 awards 
in higher education, including the Knight 
Foundation Award for Presidential Leader- 
ship, the Pioneer Ward for Leadership in 
Civil Rights and the James T. Rogers Award, 
the highest honor bestowed by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools. He is 
the recipient of the prestigious Governor’s 
Award in the Humanities from the Georgia 
Endowment for the Humanities. For nine 
consecutive years, Georgia Trend magazine 
has included Dr. Adams on its list of Most 
Influential Georgians. 

The UGA campus has been transformed 
since he took office, with more than $1 
billion in new construction, renovation 
and infrastructure and 6.2 million square 
feet of new space completed. The East 
Campus Village, served by the Harris Din- 
ing Commons, added space for more than 
1,200 students to help meet demand for 
on-campus living, and another 500- bed 
residence hall is under construction. The 
new home of the Lamar Dodd School of 
Art, also on East Campus, opened in 2008, 
and an expansion of the Georgia Museum 
of Art is under construction. A number of 
historic structures on North Campus have 
been restored and renovated. Anew Special 


Collections Library began construction in 
January 2010, and arange of student-serving 
facilities, including an expansion of the Tate 
Student Center, have opened recently. 

Under his leadership, the University of 
Georgia has attained its highest rankings 
ever, has become the most selective in 
its history, has grown from some 29,000 
students to its highest enrollment of 34,885 
and in the past 12 years, UGA has raised 
more money than it had in the previous 213 
years. 

Dr. Adams is a graduate of the public 
schools of Georgia and Tennessee, earning 
his diploma in 1966 as the most outstanding 
graduate of Chattanooga High School. He 
has been married to Mary Lynn Ethridge 
Adams, whom he met in a Lipscomb Uni- 
versity history class, for 40 years. They 
are the parents of two sons, both of whom 
are married to UGA alumnae, and are very 
proud of their first granddaughter, two-year- 
old Campbell.

assistant (1982-88), and assistant athletic director for facilities and 
event managment (1988-92).
